FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The fire department is in excellent condition. The appro- 
priation asked for, for this department the ensuing year, is 
intended also to defray the cost of watering three districts 
watered by the men and teams of the department, and the 
board of the police horses, as in former years. The Fire En- 
gineers’ report appended will give full information in relation 
to this department. It is believed that the Town may safely 
postpone the purchase of new hose until next year. The new 
floor for the stable recommended by the Fire Engineers is 
needed, but should be paid from the appropriation for repairs 
of public buildings. 


POLICE. 


The police force is ina very satisfactory state of discipline 
and efficiency. The ‘‘three relief” system is working well. 
The report of the Chief of Police, to which reference is made, 
will give the details of the work done by the department. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings are in good condition. The old build- 
ing on the lot of land on Heath street purchased by the Town, 
several years ago, for school purposes, was consumed by fire 
last August. It was of very little value. The same appro- 
priation as was made last year ($1,500) is recommended for 
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the repairs of public buildings. This appropriation is, of 
course, in addition to that for the interior repairs of school- 
houses, which are made under the direction of the School 
Committee. 


PUBLIC GROUNDS. 


The public grounds are in good condition, except the 
Brookline avenue play-ground. The Town ought, in our 
opinion, to instruct the next board of Selectmen to put this 
ground in suitable condition for the purpose for which it was 
intended. The lot of land on Heath street, bought some 
years since by the Town, for school purposes, but never used 
therefor, is useful as a source of supply of road-material, and 
in the opinion of the board should not be sold. The gravel- 
pit in Brighton, however, has been exhausted, and it would 
be well to authorize the next board of Selectmen to sell it for 
the most which can be obtained for it. 


SEWERS. 


During the past year much attention has been given and 
some efforts made to decide on a satisfactory plan of sewer- 
age for that district of the Town lying between School, Wash- 
ington and Park streets and Harvard avenue, and through . 
which the School street brook, so called, makes its way. 
It was proposed, with the consent of the -owners of the 
land through which this. brook passes, to convert the brook 
into a sewer; but before much had been done in this direc- 
tion, it became apparent that the plan was not feasible, for 
several reasons. If this sewer was built as proposed, it 
would not do away with the necessity of building other 
sewers through the streets surrounding the territory, and 
those persons who had given their land for the purpose, 
and also paid assessments for the right to enter their 


drains therein, would still be held for sewer assessments 
for the sewers laid in the streets in front of their es- 
tates, and of which they would make no use; then there 
can be but little question but that at some time the Brook- 
line system of sewerage will find its outlet’ through the 
Boston works and be discharged at Moon Island. When 
that takes place, the conversion of brooks into sewers will 
have to be done ¢ away with, and means taken to separate the 
_ sewage from the large quantity of water supplied from natural 
water courses. That,something should be done in the pre- 
mises, and that immediately, there can be no question. For 
a number of years there have been complaints of the condi- 
tion of the neighborhood, and the stench arising from the — 
brook is at times almost unbearable. The Selectmen have had 
plans and estimates made of the the cost of carrying out the 
sewerage system, as arranged by Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer, 
within this district, and though they find the expense large, 
being estimated at $23,000, yet they consider the importance 
of the work so,great they would recommend that immediate 
action be taken by the incoming board of Selectmen, to lay 
out and construct the proposed sewers, and to stop the pollu- 
tion of the brook by house- drainage. 

The sewers authorized by the Pom to be constructed the 
past year, have been completed and in use for some months, 
and the assessments therefor have been levied on the abut- 
tors. In the case of the Toxteth street sewer, damages for 
land taken for the extension of the street were awarded to 
abuttors to the amount of $1,040, and the same persons owe 
sewer assessments to the same amount. It is understood 
between them and the Selectmen that one shall off-set the 
other. It will be necessary, however, to appropriate this 
sum ($1,040) to be taken from money received from sewer 
assessments. 

A list of the sewers of the town is appended, to which 
reference is made for full information in relation to the 
subject.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS. 


It is desirable, if not positively necessary, that a Superin- 
tendent of Sewers should be appointed, and the Selectmen 
recommend that the annexed by-law be adopted: — 


BY-LAW CONCERNING SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS. 


* 

Section 1. There shall be appointed annually by the 
Selectmen a Superintendent of Sewers, who shall hold his 
office for one year from the first day of April of the year in 
which he is appointed, or until he shall be removed, or a succes- 
sor is appointed. He shall receive such compensation as the 
Town may determine. He may be removed at the pleasure 
of the Selectmen, and in case said office shall at any time 
become vacant, it shall be filled in the manner above pre- 
scribed, for the unexpired term. On or before the first day 
of February, annually, the said superintendent shall make 
a report to the Selectmen, containing a statement of the 
expenses, income and business of his department during: 
the preceding year, a schedule of the property belong- 
ing to the department, and such other information or sug-. 
gestions as he may deem expedient, and also an estimate in 
detail of the appropriations required by his department for 
the next financial year. 


Sec. 2. The superintendent shall, under the direction of 
the Selectmen, take the general supervision of all sewers 
which now are or hereafter may be built and owned by the 
Town, or which may be permitted to be built or opened by 
its authority, and he shall take charge of the repairs of the 
same. 


Sec. 3. The superintendent, whenever any sewer is 
ordered to be built or repaired, shall ascertain its depth, 
section, mode of construction and general direction, from the 
engineer, and insert the plan thereof with all those particu- 
lars in a book kept for that purpose, and also ascertain and 
insert on said plan all entries made into such sewers. ; 


Src. 4. He shall keep an accurate account of the ex- 
pense of constructing and repairing each sewer, and shall 
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report the same to the Selectmen, together with a list of the 
persons and estates deriving benefit therefrom, and an accu- 
rate statement of the frontage and superficial area of the 
lands upon which said expense ought to be assessed. 


Sec. 5. The superintendent shall enter in books kept for 
that purpose all such assessments made by the Selectmen, 
and shall forthwith make out bills for the same and deliver 
them to the Town Treasurer for collection, and the Town 
Treasurer shall forthwith demand payment, in writing, of the 
said bills in the.manner prescribed by law; and if any bills 
or dues under these by-laws remain unpaid at the expiration 
of three months after demand for payment as aforesaid, the 
Town Treasurer shall cause the same to be collected by the 
proper legal process. 


STREET LAMPS. 


The same plan as for several years past has been em- 
ployed in lighting the streets, viz., in part by gas supplied by 
the Brookline Gas Light Co., and in part by kerosene burned 
in lamps with the Ritchie reflectors, furnished by Messrs. 
Ritchie & Sons, lighting the lamps all night, and every night 
excepting five nights in each lunar month at the time of the 
full moon. Since the last report there have been 19 new 
lamps (8 of gas and 11 of kerosene) placed as follows: For 
gas burning, 2 on Toxteth street, 1 on Irving street, 1 on 
Davis avenue, 1 on Cypress street, and 3 on Sullivan road ; 
for kerosene burning, 2 on White place, 1 on Brook street, 
5 on Aspinwall avenue, 1 on Pearl street, and 2 on Sewall 
street. There have also been altered from kerosene to gas- 
burners, 10: lights; viz., 3 on High street, 5 on Warren 
street, and 2 on Cottage street. There are at present no 
applications for new lamps om hand, but as new streets are 
being built, and others extended, we think an appropriation 
of $750 should be made to meet the anticipated wants the 
coming year. )

TOWN. STABLE. 


The Town:stable is in good condition. 
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TOWN HALL. 


Willard Y. Gross was elected by the board as janitor and 
special police officer for the Town hall. 

There have been no special repairs to the building during 
the past year, but it will be necessary to put in a new boiler, 
for heating purposes, the coming season, as the old one is in 
such a condition as to be worthless. We have to rely en- 
tirely on the boiler which was set in 1882, for the purpose 
of heating the building. 

A an. for mieiog the offices in the Town hall was pro- 
posed by the board “of Selectmen last year, but not then 
carried into effect. It seemed to the present board very 
desirable to make this change, more particularly for the 
accommodation and security of the Treasurer, and the re- 
arrangement of rooms has been made accordingly; the 
Treasurer and the Town Clerk being given the room for- 
merly occupied by the Selectmen. 

The sum of $2,800 is recommended for the care and repairs 
of the Town hall, including the expense of a new boiler for 
heating purposes.

LICENSES. 


The Selectmen have granted licenses to sell liquors as fol- 
lows: ‘To Francis H. Bacon and Wm.

All other applica- 
tions were rejected. 

Holmes was licensed to keep a billiard-room in 
St. Andrew building, Washington street. 

Ellen Hill and Elizabeth Mclteenan were licensed to keep 
employment offices. 7 

Ten persons were licensed to deal in junk. 

Nineteen persons were licensed to collect grease, bones, etc. 


CLAIMS AND SUITS. 


The report of Messrs. M. & C. A. Williams, attorneys of 
the Town, will give full information in relation to the suits 
by and against the Town. For the first time for many years 
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there is no suit in existence in which the Town is directly 
interested as a party-defendant. In the case of the lien 
claims on the new school-house on Walter avenue, the Town 
is fully protected by a sufficient reserve fund from the amount 
due to the contractor. A suit in the Supreme Court was 
brought against the Selectmen of the year 1881, by certain 
land owners, by reason of the action of that board in relation 
to telegraph poles on Washington street. This suit was de- 
cided by the court in October, last, adversely to the persons 
bringing it. ‘The defence was conducted without cost to the 
Town. 

The Town has a claim against Thomas Feeley for $396, 
paid him by the Treasurer, in January, 1883, on the contract 
for building the Allendale road, which by the terms of the 
contract should have been paid to his partner Michael Kelley. 
As Kelley had an undoubted legal claim on the Town, the 
Selectmen of the present year Soncinded to refund the loss to 
him and endeavor to get it from Feeley. The claim has been 
put into the hands of Messrs. Williams, acting as attorneys 
for the Town, and the board waits their advice. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The contract for furnishing coal for the town buildings was 
awarded to Cousens Brothers s, at $6 per ton of 2240 The. 

The extension of Toxteth street, laid out by the 
SelectfMen and accepted by the Town, has’ been con- 
structed during the past year, and within the appropria-_ 
tion therefor. An appropriation of $1,040, to pay land 
damages on Toxteth street, but which is to be off-set by 
sewer assessments, is asked for. Allendale road has been 
finished, as the Selectmen believe, in accordance with the 
instructions of the County Commissioners. That board, 
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however, think that some further work should be done on it, 
and have not yet:accepted it. They have given no instruc- 
tions as to what they further require, desiring to wait until 
the continuation of the road should be laid out by Boston. 
The commissioners have, however, paid the sum ($2,000) 
agreed to be paid by the County for making the road. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Town, the Select- 
men appeared before the County Commissioners in June, last, 
and opposed the petition for the extension of Gardner road 
to Boylston street. After the hearing and due consideration 
thereon, the County Commissioners refused to grant the 
prayer of the petition. | | 

The board have considered the expediency of laying out 
an extension of Sewall avenue to Beacon street, and will re- 
port a location thereof to the Town at the annual meeting. 

In conformity with the instructions of the Town at the 
Town meeting in January, 1884, the board presented a pe- 
tition to the General Court for authority for the Town to 
issue additional water scrip to the amount of $100,000, and 
appeared before the committee to whom the same was re- 
ferred, together with several citizens, to urge that the petition 
be granted. A bill giving the Town the authority asked 
for has been reported by the committee. 

A request was presented to the board in October, under 
Public Statutes, chap. 112, sec. 17, signed by many citizens, 
asking the Selectmen to represent to the Railroad Com- 
missioners that the rates of fare on the Boston and Albany 
Railroad between the several stations in this town and 
Boston were excessive. The Selectmen, after considering 
the subject, brought the matter before the Railroad Commis- 
sioners.. Several hearings were given on the subject by the 
commissioners, but the board have not yet been advised of 
any result reached by them. 

The amount of the bond of the Town Treasurer was fixed 
at $50,000, and the bond, with sufficient sureties, was duly 
filed by him. 
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The board append a list of the streets of the Town, witha 
statement of their length, width, etc., and statements of: the 
Town property and debts; prepared at our request by the 
Town Clerk. ’ 

For the information of the Town we append to the list of 
sewers the statute in relation to apportionment of sewer 
assessments, the votes of the Town in relation thereto, — 
and the opinion of Hon. E. R. Hoar, which the Select- 
men have followed since the sewer-system of the Town was 
adopted, in levying sewer assessments. 

The reports of the officers at the head of departments of 
the business of the Town are appended.

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The duties of Superintendent of Streets have been, as for 
seven years preceding, faithfully and efficiently performed 
by Mr. Michael Driscoll, who has also superintended the. 
watering of streets. His report, which is appended, will 
give the particulars of the work done in this department. _ 
The board recommend the same appropriations for sidewalks 
($4,000) and for watering streets ($6,000) as were made 
last year. It should be remembered that the appropriation 
for watering the streets will not permit the increase of the 
service beyond what it was last year. If, therefore, other 
streets are to be watered, a larger appropriation should be 
made. ‘To properly care for the streets and remove snow, 
an appropriation of $20,000 will, in our judgment, be 
required for next year. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The Board of Health elected George K. Sabine, M. D., 
agent of the board, at a salary of $200. His report is ap- 
pended, and reference is made thereto for full information. 

Francis Mealey received the contract to remove house-oftal 
for the year, for $300. 

The report of the Town Clerk on vital statistics is annexed, 
and gives interesting and valuable statistics respecting the 
health of the town. The death-rate has been the past year — 
about 15 in one thousand, which is lower, it is thought, than 
that of most cities and towns in the Commonwealth. 

During the year much effort and money have been ex- 
pended in endeavors to improve the sanitary condition of the 
district formerly using (in part at least) the brook known 
as the sewer in the village, for the purposes of drainage and 
sewerage. All claims to drain into this brook, whether well 
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founded or doubtful, were bought up, under authority of 
the Town in 1881. ‘The brook has been cleaned out, and 
we think it possible to keep it in good condition for its proper 
purpose, namely, that of a natural water-course.

For expenditures of Police Department, see Treasurer’s 


Report. 
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The organization of the force remains the same as last year, 
the patrol being divided into three divisions of five men each, 
with a sergeant for each division. By this method the prin- 
cipal streets of the town are patrolled the whole twenty-four 
hours of the day, so far as it can be done with five men at one 
time. “ 

There has been a notable absence of serious crimes the past 
year. Butthree dwelling-houses have been robbed, and except 
in one case, small amounts of property were stolen. Our 
immunity from burglars and thieves the past year is largely — 
due, I think, to the prompt action taken by the Board of 
Selectmen, some two years ago, which resulted in the arrest 
and conviction of several expert house-breakers. 

For the offence of drunkenness there has been a slight in- 
crease in the number of arrests. I am pleased to say, however, 
that a large majority of the persons arrested for drunkenness 
have been non-residents. 

A determined effort has been made to suppress the illegal 
sale of intoxicating liquors, and. I think I can safely say with 
a good degree of success. The difficulty of procuring evi- 
dence sufficient to convict, together with the uncertainty of 
juries, is such as few persons unacquainted with the business 
are aware of. 

Prosecutions have been made of all persons: known to be 
engaged in the illegal sale of liquors, when sufficient evidence 
could be had to sustain an indictment. ; 

Three hundred and eighty-seven gallons of different kinds 
of liquors have been seized for being illegally kept for sale, 
and disposed of according to. law. | 

The telephone continues to he a valuable part of this de- 
partment. Many new connections have been made the past 
year, and its use and value is constantly increasing. 

The work rendered by the mounted service has, as in 
former years, been very valuable. Two good and. well 
equipped saddle horses are in use in this department. 
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The prevention of crime by maintaining a constant  vigi- 
lence has been our aim, and with a valuation of about eleven 
millions of personal property, less than one thousand dollars 
has been lost. This is a gratifying record. 
It gives me much pleasure to say that harmony, an element 
of strength in all institutions, has prevailed in this depart- 
ment ; jealousy and bickerings have been almost unknown. 
The conduct and discipline of the force has, with few excep- 
tions, been excellent. A strict compliance with the rules and 
regulations has been demanded, and generally cheerfully com- 
plied with. 
With the recent improvements in the Police Station, it is 
now second to none in the country for Police and Court 
purposes. 
Our thanks are due to the Engineers of the Fire Depart- 
ment, for favors received and courtesies rendered. 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Committee on Police, 
under whose diréction the department has been the past year, 
we tender our thanks for the interest shown in our behalf, 
and the kindness received at their hands.

GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit my eighth annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred, in the 
Highway department, for the year ending January 31, 1884. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways, including removing snow from side- 
walks, was $18,500. The amount expended was $18,270.24,

In addition to the foregoing, sundry work in connection 
with the building of the new sewers in Harvard, Marion, 
Kent and Francis streets was done, the cost, $357.14, being 
charged to the appropriation for building those sewers. 

The nine horses owned by the department are for the most 
part in excellent condition. . One horse has been exchanged 


during the year. 
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A high board fence between the stable-lot and the estates 
abutting on Chestnut street, and an open shed for the stor- 
age of watering carts and other vehicles, have been built; the 
cost of both was $389.88. 


New STREETS. 


Allendale road, reported last year as under construction, 
was finished in August last; the city of Boston has done 
nothing as yet towards opening its part of this street, and a 
sign, ‘‘ No Passing Through,” has therefore been put up at 
the Grove street end. The total cost of building this road 
was $6,844.96. The County of Norfolk has paid into the 
Town treasury $2,000 of this amount, making the net cost 
to the Town $4,844.96. 

The extension of Toxteth street, from Aspinwall avenue 
to Linden place, accepted as a public way at the Town meet- 
ing held June 14th, 1883, was finished in October last, at a 
cost of $2,489.51. The work was done by this department 
and hired teams. 


STREET CROSSINGS. 


Such repairs as were necessary were made on the street 
crossings, and new crossings of North River stone, were laid 
in the following places :

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BOYLSTON STREET RETAINING WALL. 


At the Town meeting held June 6, 1883, attention was 
called to the dangerous condition of portions of the retaiming 
wall on Boylston street, above Cypress street, and an appro- 
priation of $1,600 was made, to rebuild the same. On 
taking down the wall, it proved to be in a worse condition 
eyen than was anticipated, and it was found necessary to take 
up the foundations, and begin at the very bottom. This was 
done, and‘the two dangerous sections of the wall were rebuilt 
in a thorough manner; although a part only of the wall was 
rebuilt, it is hoped that the new sections will so strengthen 
the remaining portion that it will not be necessary, for some 
time at least, to rebuild any more of it. The cost of what 
was done was $1,342.89.

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CARE OF SEWERS. 


In addition to the usual work of cleaning out the catch- 
basins and drains, advantage was taken of the unusually dry 
spell last summer to clean out several culverts and water- 
ways in which dirt had been collecting for a long time. 

The Cypress street brook was cleaned, and the village 
sewer from the upper end to the manhole in passage-way by 
Martin Higgins’s house, was thoroughly cleaned out. The 
remaining portion of this sewer or brook should be cleaned 
before the advent of warm weather; and as all drains, in- 
cluding those from the Brookline Gas Company’s works, 
have been disconnected, there is a reasonable prospect that | 
the brook may be kept clean for the future.

CARE OF PuBLIG GROUNDS. 


The usual work on the public lots, and around the public 
buildings, was done at a cost of $352.06, which amount was 
charged to contingencies. 

To afford convenient access to the bath-house, the easterly 
end of the Boylston school-yard- was graded at a cost of 
$54.20." 

Sundry other work to the amount of $172.89 was done, 
and charged to contingencies. 

The lot on Walter avenue, on which the Lincoln school 
has been built, was nearly filled with ashes and street-clean- 
ings. The earth excavated from the extension of the Boyls- 
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ton school was disposed of on the lot adjoining, and the 
expense of this work, as well as that of levelling around 
the Lincoln school, amounting to $133.12, was charged to 
the appropriation for these buildings. 

The grounds immediately adjoining the new Almshouse 
were graded, and an avenue from Newton street to the stable 
was built, at a cost of $388.94. 


CoLLEcTING ASHES. 


The cost of collecting the ashes and dry dirt weekly 
throughout the town was $1,229.15, exclusive of the value. 
sof the labor of the horses employed.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS. 





To the Honorable Board of Selectmen : 


GENTLEMEN,— The board of Engineers have the same 
amount. of apparatus as reported in the. past year, also the 
same number of horses. 

Last year the apparatus was all in good order except the 
steamer, which has been thoroughly overhauled and repaired 
the past year, and now the whole are in a first class condition 
as far as the working parts go; all that is needed to complete 
them would be to have them painted and varnished, as they 
have never been re-painted since they were built,—some in 
1873, some in 1876, and the balanee in 1880. 

Last year the Engineers reported one horse as unfit for 
service ; but afterwards they found that they were obliged 
to change two, instead of one, which has been done, and now 
the department has eight good horses, which, as reported in 
years gone by, have been used in the summer watering 
streets. 

The buildings-under the charge of the Engineers need 
new floors in the stables, and they would recommend that 
the sum of three hundred dollars be appropriated. for that 
purpose. 

The hydrants are under the charge of the Superinferna 
of the Water Works, and, as far as the Engineers know, are 
in good order. 

The department at present have a fair amount of ood 
hose on hand, but think it would be for the interest of the 


Town to purchase another 1000 feet this: year, and they 
“ 
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would recommend that the sum of one thousand dollars be 
‘appropriated for that purpose. 

The Engineers last year recommended that a committee be 
appointed to look into the matter of fire-alarm and report to 
the Town. ‘There are not many towns where the houses are 
any more scattered than in Brookline; and, as everybody 
knows, five minutes saved at the start of a fire is better than 
thirty afterwards, and of course it is impossible for us, with 
our method of raising an alarm of fire, to get around as 
quickly as with electric alarm. They still recommend that a 
committee be appointed to look into this matter and report 
to the Town. 

For several years the police horses have been kept in the 
engine houses,somewhat to our annoyance. Last year the Town 
built a work-shop and stable for the Water Works, and in that 
vote we think that it was intended that the police horses were 
to be kept there also; but they still remain in the engine 
houses. In the winter, when we have to double up our teams, 
or when we have a sick horse, we have to send outside and 
procure stall-room. We would recommend that stalls be put 
in the water-works stable for their accommodation, as they 
have ample room.

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It will be observed that there have been more cases. of 
scarlet fever reported during the last year than for any year 
since 1877. 

The customary rule with boards of health, which prohibits 
the attendance at school of children from any house where 
there is or has been scarlet fever until the expiration of four 
weeks from the commencement of the last cases, should be 
changed so as to extend the ‘time to five, or even six weeks, 
as in many instances the limited time of four weeks is insufhi- | 
cient to ensure protection. The number of cases of diphtheria 
reported is the same as last year, but one of these was 
imported, —a child arriving in town ill. In 1876, the year 
before cases of infectious diseases were reported, there were 
more than thirty deaths from diphtheria, and eleven from 
scarlet fever, which must have represented a very large 
number of cases.

The number of cases of typhoid fever is greatly in excess 
of that of last year. Of late the disease has appeared in an 
epidemic form on alternate years, in that portion of the town, 
particularly, which comprises Pearl and Emerald streets and 
Brookline avenue, and will probably continue to appear there 
until the dwellings are provided with more suitable drainage 
than at present, and the brooks are kept in a less filthy 
condition. 


The number of deaths within the town was one hundred 
and forty-one, against one hundred and twenty-three in 1882, 
and one hundred and forty-one the preceding year. Five 
were from typhoid fever, three from scarlet fever, and one, 
an imported case, from diphtheria. Deducting the still- 
births, it leaves but one hundred and thirty-three deaths during 
the year, or in other words, a mortality of only about fifteen 
per thousand. Although this is a very low mortality, that 
of many large places being as high as twenty-four per thou- 
sand, yet this can probably be reduced still lower if proper 
attention be paid to sanitary matters. . 

During the year the board has investigated a large number 
of nuisances, and issued nearly sixty orders for the abatement 
of the same. ‘There have been no prosecutions for non-com- 
pliance with the orders of the board. The police department 
has rendered very valuable assistance by reporting nuisances, 
and by aiding the board in the endeavor to, free the running 
streams from sewage matter. 

Twenty licenses have been granted and renewed as hereto- 
fore, for the collection of grease, bones, etc. The holders 
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of licenses are obliged to report to the Chief of Police once 
a month, that their carts, etc., may be inspected. J. D. 
Gutterson’s license as funeral undertaker was also renewed. 

On the first day of May a contract was made with Francis 
Mealey for the removal of house-offal for the period of one 
year, for the sum of three hundred dollars, said Mealey to 
remove the offal from all the dwelling-houses, restaurants, 
meat, provision and fish stores in the town, every day except 
Sundays and legal holidays, during the months of May, June, 
July, August and September, and three times a week during 
the remainder of the year. 

The board, in connection with the Boston Board of Health, 
employed J. W. Steere, as formerly, to tend the tide-gate 
on Brookline avenue, from the beginning of May till the first 
of November. About the first of September it was found 
necessary by the Boston board to draw off the water cover- 
ing the flats in order to continue their work of constructing a 
new gate, which is at the entrance of a recently constructed 
channel, intended to direct the waters of Muddy brook from 
this point along Brookline avenue to Charles river. The 
flats were gradually exposed and allowed to dry so that they 
were even less offensive than usual. During the last summer 
that portion of Muddy brook between Brookline avenue and 
Downer street has been much improved by the Boston board, 
but is still in a very filthy condition. 

The Boylston street brook is now practically free from 
sewage matter, as all drains formerly entering it have been 
cut off by the new sewer which has been built parallel with 
it. The board has caused all drains entering the brook 
known as the ‘‘sewer in the village” to be closed. In a 
number of instances where owners of houses have not com- 
plied with the orders of the board to remove their drains 
from the brooks in the rear of Pearl street and along Brook- 
line avenue, the board has caused this work to be done, 
and the expense charged to the owners. The School street 
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brook is very offensive in summer, when the water is low, 
and is injurious to the public health.. A sewer in this locality 
is much needed. , 

The special orders passed in previous years, relating to dis- 
eases dangerous to the public health, the removal of dead 
bodies in public vehicles, the emptying of vaults, and the 
removal of manure from the livery and horse-car stables; 
were reissued. |

First, — 


The: MoTHER BROOK AND NEPONSET RIVER MILL OWNERS 
US. 
Tue TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


These nine suits which have been pending several years, | 
were brought by owners of mill privileges to recover dam- 
ages for injury to their water power, alleged by them to be 
caused by the Town’s taking of the waters of Charles River. 

As stated in the last annual report, a verdict against the 
Town was rendered in the Suffolk Superior Court, and the 
Town filed exceptions to certain rulings of the presiding 
judge. These exceptions have since been sustained by the 
full bench of the Supreme Judicial Court, and final judg- 
ment has been entered in favor of the ‘Town. 


SECOND, — 


JOSHUA CONANT vs. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This petition for a jury to revise a betterment assessed 
upon the petitioner’s land for the widening of Thayer street, 
was tried at the April term of the Superior Court at Dedham. 
The trial occupied two days, and previous to the trial the 
jury and counsel on both sides went to Brookline and viewed 
the premises. 

The betterment assessed was $821, and the jury reduced 
_ the amount to $400, which has been paid. 


THD, — 

TOWN OF BROOKLINE vs. JOHN. SHERMAN. 

This is an action of replevin to recover certain furniture 
taken from the engine house of the Town on the night: of 
April 21, 1882, under the circumstances mentioned in our 
last report. 

At the April term of the Superior Court at Dedham, Hon. | 
George White was appointed auditor by agreement of both 
parties. The case has since been heard by him, and he has 
made a report to the Court in favor of the Town. 

The case will come up for trial at the April term at 
Dedham.

JosePH H. WHITE vs. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This was an action brought by Mr. White to recover the 
amount of a tax assessed upon his personal estate for the 
year 1882 by the Town Assessors, and paid by him under 
protest. As it appeared that Mr. White was not on May 1, 
1882, a resident of the Town, there was no legal ground for 
assessing him, and therefore no defence to the action, and 
the amount of the tax was repaid him with interest and the 
case settled.

PUBLIC STREETS. 


The first authentic account we can gather in relation to 
the roads in Brookline is from an old nie found in the office 
of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, which bears the 
following statement : — 

‘*A Plan of the Township of Brookline in the County of Norfolk 


a Survey thereof taken in y® year 1794 and laid down by a scale of 
200 Rods to an Inch, agreeable to a Resolve of the General Court 


June 1794. 
“The Reputed distance from y* Shire Town to the Center of said 


Town in the Road generally Travelled in Nine Miles. 
“The Reputed distance from y* Metropolis of y° Commonwealth 
to y® Center of said ‘Town is Six Miles. 


“Errors Excepted, 
Per JONATHAN KinGspury Junr. Surveyor.” 


On this plan are delineated only three roads, two of them 
starting from a point on the southeast side of the town, the 
third starting from a point on one of these roads about - 
fifty rods from the junction of the othet two. They are 
severally designated as follows, namely : 

‘Road to Little Cambridge” (Brighton), probably now 
known as Washington street, measures according to said 
plan 450 rods. 

‘«‘Road to Old Cambridge,” probably now known as Har- 
vard street, measures 375 rods. 

‘¢County Road,” to Newton, which was probably what is 
known now as Walnut street to Boylston street, Boylston 
street to Heath street, and Heath street to Newton line, and 
was probably known as the Sherburne road, and measures, 
according to said plan, 975 rods. 

There are also indicated on said plan the ‘ Meeting 
House,” **Dr. Aspinwall’s Hospital,” and the ‘* Saw-mill,” 
which was situated in the extreme western part of the town. 
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There was also found among the records the following 
curious petition, which, although it bears no date, is evi- 
dently of much earlier date than the plan referred to :—

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‘LIST OF SEWERS AND DRAINS. 


This list was prepared, at the request of the Selectmen, by 
A. H. French, C. E., who says in explanation of it : — 


‘‘T have examined, as thoroughly as the limited time given 
me would permit, the Annual Reports as far back as the year 
1867, (before which date I understand little or no work 
had been done,) for the purpose of making a compilation of 
such sewers, drains, etc., as have been built by the Town. 
I present herewith the results of my investigation, In a 
tubular form. The tables contain details of construction and — 
cost so far as they are obtainable in the reports, down to and 
including the year 1883. It is true, however, that consider- 
able money has been expended from the appropriation for 
‘care of sewers’ which should have been charged to con- 
struction of sewers and reported as such; but as it does not 
appear in the reports, excepting as an aggregate, I have no 
means of learning the details of that work without an exam- 
ination of the vouchers in the Treasurer’s office. j 

‘¢Previous to the adoption of the present comprehensive 
scheme of drainage, on which work began in 1877, by the 
construction of the main sewer, quite a large amount of 
money had been expended, as the tables show, — first, for 
the under-drainage of streets with tile drains ; second, drains 
discharging into the nearest water-course, or into adjacent 
low land, laid for the sole. purpose of removing surface 
water from the streets; third, the building of brook channels 
with the object of relieving the low-lying parts of the 
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town from being flooded by spring freshets ; and fourth, the 
building of sewers in the central part of the village for the 
disposal of both house and surface drainage, these latter dis- 
charging into Muddy river in one case, and in the other into 
one of the brook channels abdve mentioned, which itself 
discharges into Muddy river. 3 

‘‘Of these four classes of sewers and drains, which are 
known as sewers in the earlier reports, it-is not in the 
nature of things that either the first or third class should 
become parts of the sewerage system, though very likely 
worth their cost for the ends they serve. Of the second and 
fourth classes, by far the larger part either have or will become 
a portion of the general system. It is scarcely possible, 
however, that all of the earlier sewers and drains, some of 
which were built with an entirely different plan of drainage 
in view than the one which was finally adopted, should make 
component parts of the present plan. Just which of these. 
earlier sewers and drains will have to be abandoned cannot 
be determined until more is known relative to their depth 
and inclination.” 
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VOTES OF THE TOWN RELATING TO SEWER 
ASSESSMENTS. 


The Town at a meeting held February 11, 1879, pr the 
following votes, viz :— 


(1) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby adopts the 
system of sewerage to be applied to the whole of the terri- 
tory of said town, of which the intercepting sewer emptying 
into Charles river, and built according to the plans and 
under the superintendence of J. Herbert Shedd, Civil Engi- 
neer, forms a part, and which embraces all the sewers here- 
tofore built and hereafter to be built in said town. 


(2) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby estimates 
that the average cost of all the sewers constructed and to be 
constructed, and embraced in the system of sewerage now 
adopted, is four dollars and sixty-two cents per running foot 
of sewer. 


(3) Voted, That the assessment authorized to be made by 
the Selectmen by the fourth section of chapter 48 of the 
General Statutes, shall be made upon the owners of the 
estates in said town embraced in the system of sewerage 
adopted by the town, by the following fixed uniform rate, 
based upon said estimated average.cost of all the sewers 
therein, to wit : Seventy-five cents per foot of frontage 
which such estates have on any street or way where a sewer 
is constructed, and three-fourths of one cent per square foot 
of area such estates contain within one hundred feet of depth 
from such street or way. 

Provided, however, that in respect to any estate fronting 
upon such street or way which, by reason of its grade or 
level, or for any other cause, cannot be drained into such 
sewer, the Selectmen shall not ascertain, assess and certify 
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the assessment thereon or give notice of such assessment to 
the owner of such estate until the incapacity of such estate 
to be drained into such sewer has been removed. 


(4) Voted, That when any owner of an estate fronting 
upon any street or way in which a sewer is already built has 
paid any assessment heretofore laid for such sewer, the 
amount of such assessment shall be deducted from the assess- 
ment to be paid in pursuance of the votes passed at this 
meeting. 


‘(5) Voted, That the Town hereby adopts the ‘ Act relat- 
ing to the apportionment of Sewer and Sidewalk Assess- 
ments,” being Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1878. 


[Pusiic StarurEs, Cap. 50. ] 


Secr. 25. Ina city or town which has accepted the pro- 
visions of this section or of chapter two hundred and forty- 
nine of the statutes of the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-eight, if the owner of real estate within sixty days 
after notice of a sewer or sidewalk assessment thereon notifies 
in writing the board making such assessment to apportion 
the same, said board shall apportion it into three equal parts, 
and certify such apportionment to the assessors, and the 
assessors shall add one of said parts, with interest from the 
date of apportionment, to the annual tax of said real estate 
for each of the three years next ensuing. All liens for the 
collection of such assessments shall continue until the expira- 
tion of two years from the time when the last instalment is 
committed to the collector; and all sewer: and sidewalk 
assessments remaining unpaid after the time of payment 
stated in the order making ‘the same shall draw interest 
from such time until paid. 
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OPINION OF HON. E. R. HOAR, ON THE SUBJECT 
OF SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The following opinion was furnished by request of the 
Selectmen, in 1879 :— 


Upon the several questions submitted to me, relating to 
assessments for the construction of sewers in the Town of 
Brookline, my opinion is as follows: 

1. Is church property assessable for the construction of sewers? 

Ans.—I think it is. The Statutes’ exemption from taxation 
of property held for religious or charitable purposes does not 
include such a tax as this. [Boston Seaman’s Friends’ So- 
ciety vs. Boston, 116 Mass. 181. | 


2. Is an estate liable to assessment not being able to drain but about 
two feet below the surface of the ground? 


Ans.—The question is one of some difficulty. The lan- 
guage of the Statute of 1879, chapter 55, which the Town 
incorporated into its votes establishing its system of sewerage, 
exempts from assessment an estate ‘‘ which by reason of its 
grade or level, or for any other cause cannot be drained into 
the sewer.” It may be claimed on the one side that the 
draining of cellars is an important, if not an essential, part of 
any system of drainage, and that land intended for building 
purposes cannot be properly drained if the sewer is above the 
level of the ordinary depth of cellar bottoms. On the other, 
it may be argued that most of the necessity of drainage, and 
of its practical use, as from sinks, wash-bowls or tubs, and 
water closets, comes from houses in the several stories above 
the cellars, and that a house may have great benefit from the 
use of a sewer, although the cellar could not be drained 
into it. 

The best opinion I have been able to arrive at is, that the 
liability to assessment depends upon the capacity of the land 
to be drained into the sewer, irrespective of any buildings 
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upon it, unless such buildings are actually connected with the 
sewer by a drain. There is no requirement of law that 
buildings shall have cellars; nor, if they have them, to what 
depth they shall go, except the limitation of the grade fixed 
by the Town under the provisions of the Statute of 1873, 
chapter 38. The owner of the land may raise the land for. 
building so that the cellar will be wholly or in part above the 
natural surface of the land. The land may be assessed for 
the construction of a sewer, although it has no building upon 
it, and where there is no intention of building. The tax is 
in proportion to the area and frontage of the land, irrespec- 
tive of buildings. If, therefore, the surface of the land is so 
far above the top of the sewer that draimage from it into the 
sewer is practicable, although it would not drain a cellar ex- 
cavated to the ordinary depth, I think the land would be 
liable to assessment. 


3. When the greater part of a lot of land cannot be drained by the 
sewer, but a strip along the street front-can be, what ought to be the ac- 
tion of the Selectmen in regard to assessing such estate? 


Ans.—I think only the part of the estate which can be 
drained into the sewer can be measured in estimating the 
area to be assessed. ‘The estate should, in my opinion, be 
assessed for its frontage on the street or way only if so much 
of its area can be drained as to make the drainage of some 
substantial value. It is a practical question, not to be an- 
swered with mathematical exactness. If only a few inches or 
a few feet could be drained, the land falling off rapidly from 
the street, so that the part which could be drained would be 
separately of no value, I think it should not be assessed. 


4, When a sewer extends but a part of the front of an estate, but suffi- 
cient for the drainage of all buildings now erected thereon, have the 
Selectmen the right under the Act to assess the whole frontage of such 
estate? 


Ans.—There is nothing in the Act which furnishes a cer- 
tain answer to this question, and the answer must be sought 
from inferences to be drawn from considerations of probable 
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intent. I think on the whole the safest rule to adopt is to 
make no assessment on frontage beyond the point to which 
the sewer extends on the street. ‘*‘Where a sewer is con- 
structed,” in the language of the Town’s vote, I think should 
be interpreted as meaning so far as the sewer runs along the 
frontage to be assessed. There would be no certainty in any 
other rule. A man might own a tract of land running a long 
distance beyond the termination of the sewer, a hundred rods 
or more. Where would his liability stop?, Every tract of 
land is devisible at its owner’s pleasure, and the frontage 
opposite the sewer, and that beyond it, may have a different 
ownership tomorrow, though it has the same today. 


5. If an estate’is situated on the corner of two streets, in each of which 
there is a sewer, can it be assessed for frontage on both ? 


Ans.—I think it can: 


6. Can the Selectmen assess an estate bordering on a sewer, though 
that sewer be not connected with the main sewer except by a brook 
through private grounds ? 


Ans.—In my opinion a sewer cannot be regarded as con- 
structed until it is in a condition to receive the drainage from 
the lands to be assessed for its construction. If there is no 
right to drain through it, it is not a sewer within the meaning 
of the law, and the exemption ‘‘for any other cause,” in the 
Statute of 1879 and the votes of the Town, applies to it. If 
the Town has no right to use the ‘‘brook through private 
grounds for the purposes of a sewer,” and so can give no law- 
ful right to drain through it, I think it clear that building a 
structure intended at some future time to be used as a sewer 
gives no right to assess estates fronting upon a street in which 
such structure is placed, until the Town is able and ready to 
devote the structure to practical use as a sewer. 


7. Can sewer taxes be assessed upon estates which front upon private 
ways ? 


Ans.—The language of the Town’s vote is, ‘‘any street or 
way where a sewer is constructed ;” and in my opinion taxes 
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for the construction of a sewer may be assessed upon estates 
fronting upon any street or way in which the Town lawfully 
constructs a sewer, and can permit drainage into it, whether 
the ‘‘ way” is public or private. 

8. Have the Selectmen power to abate a sewer assessment ? 


_ Ans.—I do not find the power to ‘‘abate” an assessment, 

in the full technical sense of ‘‘ abatement,” conferred upon the 
Selectmen. But I should have no doubt that the Selectmen 
may vacate any assessment, or withhold or withdraw it from 
collection, if they should find that it had been illegally 
assessed, or prematurely assessed, and proceed afterward to 
make a new assessment at the time and in the manner allowed 
by law. That is to say, I cannot think the law requires an 
attempt to enforce by legal process a groundless claim, and 
no one else can interfere but the Selectmen themselves. I 
should think it advisable, if the Selectmen should vacate an 
assessment, or withhold or withdraw it from collection, that 
they should, by a vote placed upon their records, preserve 
evidence of their action, and of the grounds on which it was 
based, as a foundation for any further proceedings that might 
become necessary. | 


9. A person having obtained the right to drain into a sewer by giving 
the easement of the land through which the sewer passes, and that sewer 
being disused and another built, can he be required to enter the new sewer 
and pay a full assessment ? 

Ans.—I am of opinion that he can. The permission to 
lay the first sewer through his land is not an ‘* assessment 
for the use of the sewer” such as the vote of the Town con- 
templates as entitled to be deducted from the new assessment. 

10. Where an assessment has been paid on a sewer heretofore built, 
and that assessment is to be deducted from the amount assessed for the 
construction of a new sewer, is interest to be allowed upon the sum paid 
upon the first assessment ? 

Ans.—Certainly not. The owner of the estate has had the 
benefit of the first sewer, which is presumed to be an equiva- 
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lent for the investment he made in it, until it is superseded 
by the new one. : 


11. Can the Town revoke or modify their votes of February 11, 1879, 
under which the rates for assessment for the construction of sewers were 
fixed ? 


Ans.—Such action by the Town seems to be expressly pro- 
hibited by Statute 1878, chapter 232, section 3.

REPORT 


OF THE 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The board organized by the choice of Charles H. Drew 
as chairman, and Charles D. Lincoln as clerk. 

The almshouse was opened May 1, 1883. The Town was ~ 
at that time giving full or partial support to 44 adults and 
69 children, exclusive of insane. These had been warned 
three months before that no pauper rent would be paid after 
May 1, but that the almshouse would be open to any needing 
shelter. — 

Those who were believed to be competent for self-support. 
were told that no relief would be given them after that time. 
In no one case was the offer of the almshouse accepted. On 
the first of May, 22 adults and 7 families (consisting of 8 
adults and 25 children) became self-supporting; and 10 
adults and 9 families (consisting of 11 adults and 28 child- 
ren) assumed the payment of their rent, and asked partial 
support from the Town; and the support of 14 orphan or 
deserted children, who had been supported by the Town in 
institutions, was partially assumed by their relations, and 
they continue to be partially supported by the Town. 

The board decided to allow partial relief to 8 widows, of 
respectable character, with children, who were likely before 
many years to become self-supporting, and whose children 
must by law be supported outside the almshouse. In such 
eases the board consider it more economical, as well as 
more humane, not to break up the families. Three widows 
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of respectable character, mainly supported by their friends, 
are allowed $1.00 a week, this being cheaper than to support 
them in the almshouse. One aged couple were allowed $2.00 
a week until the death of the husband, but it is now reduced 
to $1.00. 


Number having become self-supporting since May 1, 1883: 
Adults 22 ; families 7, (consisting of adults 8 ; children 25). 

Number still partially supported by out-door relief: Adults 
10; families 9, (consisting of adults 11; children 28). _ 


Number supported in almshouse: Men 8; women 3; 
children 1. 


Of these two women and one man are harmlessly insane ; one 
man is a drunkard, and over 80 years of age ; one woman is a 
drunkard. The girl is on probation, having left a place for 
bad conduct. 

We still support six insane in asylums, at an expense of 
about $1,200 a year. | 

The cost of almshouse, including land, buildings and 
labor on land, amounts to $13,053.23. The cost of our poor, 
from Feb. 1, 1883, to Feb. 1, 1884, including cost of insane 
and allowing 6 per cent. interest on cost of almshouse, is 
$123.80 per week. The cost in previous year, 1882-83, 
was $146.87 per week. The comparison shows an economy 
in money this year, but we hope for a still better result in 
future, as it is probable that, in a series of years, the rate of 
expense will be lessened by the decrease of pauperism in the 
town. | 

The Overseers hold themselves responsible quite as much 
for a principle of administration which shall tend to diminish 
pauperism as for the more obvious gain in dollars and cents, 
which they believe will ultimately accrue on the present 
system. They wish especially to emphasize the improve- 
inent in the condition of the children dependent on the Town, 
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which they consider the most important part of their work. 
Of the 67 supported by the Town a year ago, 25 are now 
provided for by their families or friends. Of the 42 remain- 
ing, 28 are partially supported by their families, and are 
either regularly at school or learning to work, while the other 
14 are in homes where they either wholly or partly support 
themselves. All are in such training that we believe them 
secure against the curse of pauperism. 

The board consider themselves particularly fortunate in 
securing the services of Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Campbell, as 
Superintendent and Matron of the almshouse. Mrs. Campbell 
is an admirable housekeeper, and kind and judicious in her 
treatment of the inmates. Mr. Campbell is an excellent 
economist, competent in out-door matters, and has both 
experience and good judgment for cases of unruly behavior.

SERVICE—PIPEs. 


There have been put in during the year, in different parts 
of the town, 52 service-pipes, making the whole number laid 
since the introduction of the water, 1134. 


STREET—MAINS. 


Early in the spring the main authorized by the Town to be 
laid in Goddard avenue, was completed, and the amount to 
be paid by Mr. John F. Hartt, towards the expense thereof, 
. has been paid by him to the Treasurer. 

The main in Toxteth street has been extended throughout 
that street, connecting the mains in Francis street and Aspin- 
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wall avenue. A 2-inch pipe has been laid in a part of. 
Cypress street, and also short extensions In Sewall- avenue 
and Pearl place, to reach some buildings recently erected. 

There are at present no applications for new mains, with 
the exception of the one in Sullivan road, and for that the 
pipes are ordered, and will be laid as soon as the ground will 
permit in the spring. 


LEAKS. 


With the exception of a very few leaks of small amount, 
there has been no trouble during the year in this direction. 


FILTERING GALLERIES. 


In April last the Town made an appropriation of $500, to 
enable the Water Board to make experiments towards en- 
larging the area of the filtering galleries. In July and 
August the board caused to be sunk in various places on 
the Water Works location, test pits or wells, when it was 
discovered that there was a large available supply of water 
of the same quality, both in appearance and temperature, 
as that already furnished by the galleries, but being more 
abundant and standing at a higher level, as the distance was 
increased from them. ‘The location promising the best sup- 
ply, both as to the amount of water as well as the quality of 
the gravel, allowing the water to pass freely, was near the 
base of a high ridge, running from the present galleries 
towards the river. They therefore excavated a trench at the 
same level with the bottom of the galleries and extending 
about 220 feet, nearly at right angles therewith, in which 
was placed the Akron pipe formerly used in the old conduit, 
having open joints allowing the water to pass: freely, but at 
the same time so protected as to prevent sand or gravel from 
working in. The result was very gratifying, as it provided 
quite an increase to our former supply, and of a quality in 
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no respect inferior. As this trench extends so short a dis- 
tance from the filtering galleries which naturally draih the 
surrounding soil, there can be no doubt that as the distance 
increases the per cent. of water gained will be largely aug- 
mented ; still it was found that as the work progressed the 
amount of water varied considerably at different points, 
caused by the strata of differing soils through which it 
flowed, some being very sandy and close inclining to clay, 
and some of a coarse open gravel. The cost of doing such 
work is so very small as compared with the cost of construct- 
ing the regular filtering galleries, being only about $1.37 per 
lineal foot, against $12 per lineal foot for the galleries, that 
the board are of the opinicn that this work should be con- 
tinued next summer, as every gallon which can be supplied 
from this source saves recourse to the same amount filtered 
directly from the river, which it is necessary to do during 
the season of drought; and the board will ask for a small 
appropriation for this object. 

The following statement of temperatures, taken August 24, 
1883, will show the relative condition of the water in the. 
river and galleries. The river water at that date was used 
_ after being filtered through from 50 to 100 feet of gravel, at 
about the ratio of 250,000 to 1,000,000 gallons per day for 
the ‘Town supply :

Burtpinas AND MACHINERY. 


The machinery and buildings connected with the works are 
all in good condition, and have required slight repairs during 
the year. The house formerly occupied by the Engineer at 
the old pumping station has been occupied for several months 
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past at a rental of $12 per month. The building authorized 
by thg Town to be erected for the use of the works as a work- 
shop and stable, has been completed and furnished, on the 
lot on Walnut street, in the rear of the steam fire engine 
house, and proves of great use and convenience. 

As the demand for water increases and the works are ex- 
tended, the cost for maintenance is correspondingly increased. 
During the past year the Town has been put to an extra 
expense, and one which must be continued until a supply is 
furnished from a high-service, viz: the endeavor to keep a 
constant supply to the buildings situated at or near the limit — 
of the present service. During the year the board incurred 
an expense for this purpose in the items of extra help and 
coal of about $480, and as at the time of asking for the main- 
tenance appropriation at the last annual Town meeting this 
outlay was not anticipated, we were obliged to purchase a 
smaller amount of coal than usual, that we might not exceed 
the appropriation, with the intention of again purchasing a 
further supply of coal after the annual appropriations are 
made. The amount appropriated for maintenance last year 
was $8,800. This year we shall need the estimated sum of 
$9,500. 

The board ask for an appropriation of $500, that they may 
continue the extension of the filtering galleries, as shown 
above, also $500 for the purchase of 6-inch pipe to be used 
as may be required for small extensions and repairs, and 
$1,200 for service-pipes and miscellaneous. 

At the Town meeting held Oct. 17, 1883, the Water Board 
was authorized to lay a 6-inch main in the new street called 
Sullivan road, on the Aspinwall Land Company’s property, 
for a distance of about 1,200 feet, and an appropriation of 
$1,200 was voted therefor; the pipe has been contracted for, 
to be delivered in the early spring, but as the amount appro- 
priated has not been called for, the board ask that the same 
(viz : $1,200) be re-appropriated.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present herewith the 
annual report of the Superintendent, for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1884. 


EXTENSION OF STREET—MAINS. 


Very little main-pipe was laid the past year. The streets 
in which the extensions were made, with cost of each, is as 


follows :— 
SIX-INCH MAINS. | 
Goddard avenue, from pipe as before laid, a distance of 
403 feet. Total cost, $972.93. 


Toxteth street, from end of pipe opposite Estabrook’s to 
Aspinwall ave., a distance of 453 feet. Total cost, $500.94. 


Sewall avenue, from St. Paul street towards Longwood 

avenue, a distance of 66.3 feet. Total cost, $113.85. 
TWO-INCH MAINS. 

Cypress street, from Sewall street towards Chestnut street, 

a distance of 217.4 feet. Total cost, $122.70. 

ONE AND ONE-HALF INCH MAINS. 
Pearl place, from Pear] street, a distance of 153 feet. 
Total cost, $66.19. 
SERVICE—PIPE. | 

The number of service-pipes laid the past year was 52, 
costing $720.59; making total number to date, 1,134. Of 
these 1,092 are now in use, and 52 shut off. 

Nearly every sidewalk-tube connected with the service- 
pipes has been examined, and in several cases, where by 
frost or other means they had been removed from the stops, 
they were replaced. Also, a new location was taken of such 
stops as were not properly located originally, and in cases 
where, by achange in street lines, etc., the old locations were 
not sufficient. The few stops not yet inspected will be 
examined in early spring. 
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HYDRANTS. 


Several hydrant-jackets have been lowered and two valves 
yenewed. The hydrant at corner of Aspinwall avenue and 
Toxteth street was moved about ten feét. This change was 
made necessary by the extension of Toxteth street. 

Frequent inspections of all the hydrants have been made, 
and in fact this forms the chief item of expense in their 
maintenance. All should be painted the coming season. 


GATE—BOXES. 


Twenty wooden gate-boxes have been replaced with a box 
composed of an iron base and top with an intermediate piece 
- of Akron pipe. The expense of these new boxes is much 
less than the old style of wo@en box and cover, and in all 
probability they will last as long as the mains. 
A much larger .number of gate-boxes will need to be 
renewed the coming year. 


LEAKS. 


A careful examination of nearly the whole distribution, 
made during the hours of 12 and 4 a. M., with the help of 
the waterphone, has made it almost certain that no leaks of 
any importance now exist in any pipes located in the streets 
of the town. As the result of this inspection, a few small 
leaks were found which did not show at the surface.

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RESERVOIR AND FILTERING GALLERIES, AND GROUNDS 
AROUND Pumpine STATION. 


Nothing has been done at the reservoir or the grounds 
around the pumping station outside of the regular mainte- 
nance. They are in as good condition as one year ago. 

Owing to the excessively dry season the filtering galleries 
could not furnish a sufficient supply of water for the town 
after July 24, without drawing on the river, and at this time 
the canal mentioned in former reports was opened, and the 
water from the river allowed to enter the gravel-beds and 
filter through into the gallery. By this means an ample 
supply was obtained till August 30, when it was necessary to 
excavate an additional canal some 75 feet in length. These 
canals continued in use until October, when both were closed, 
and since that time the town hag received its supply from the 
galleries alone. The cost of the new canal was $55.76, and 
the maintenance of both for the season, $26.76. 


CONSUMPTION. 


The consumption of water for the past year was consider- 
ably in excess of the year previous, caused principally by the 
drought, yet quite a proportion of the water consumed is 
needlessly wasted. With the present number of employés 
two inspections of nearly all the fixtures in town are made 
each year, and in certain parts of the town as many as four 
inspections are made. This is all it is possible to make with- 
out additional help. If an extra man was employed to 
give nearly his whole time to this inspection, the proba- 
bilities are that an average saving of seventy-five thousand 
gallons per day could be made, but as the cost to the 
Town of this amount of water is but little more than the 
expense of fuel, or about $1.10 per day, and as long as the 
supply is ample, it would not be wise financially to employ 


extra help for this purpose. Undoubtedly the best way to 
stop waste is by a general introduction of meters, at least 
such has been the experience of those cities in which the 
meter system is in use.

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ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


PUMPING STATION, BROOKLINE WATER WORKS, 
West Roxpory, Frps. 8, 1884.

To the Brookline Water Board : — 

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer, for the year ending Feb. 1, 1884. 

The pumping engines, boilers and buildings, — with the 
exception of the porch of engine-house, which leaks slightly, 
are in good condition. 

The boiler furnaces, which were temporarily repaired last 
spring, will need new lining this year. 

There have been no repairs made on Engine No. 1, except 
to change the metallic packing on water-ends for soft 
packing. The metallic packing which was taken off can be 
used on steam-ends when needed. The high pressure valve- 
rod and balance-piston link-pins are nearly worn out, and 
will require renewal before the end of the year. The cost 
will be less than $20. 

A new set of springs and weights have been fitted to the 
water-valves of Engine No. 2, and other slight improve- 
ments made, by which the efficiency of the engine is 
increased. This engine now pumps double the quantity of 
water guaranteed by Mr. Worthington, and with 50 per 
cent. less coal. I would recommend that a condenser be 
attached to Engine No. 2. The expense will not be great, and 
it would pay for itself in a few years. Engine No. 2 would 
then be as economical as No. 1, and could be used every 
alternate month. | 

The cost per million gallons pumped to reservoir is less 
than last year.

OF THE 


Committee on Bath-Houses. 





. The Committee on Bath-houses would respectfully submit 
the following report :— | 

At the Town meeting on the evening of May 18th, 1883, 
the sum of $3,000 was appropriated for the erection and main- 
tenance of one or more bath-houses, and the undersigned 
were appointed a committee for the carrying out of said 
vote. 

At the outset, owing to the location of the town, and the 
absence of rivers and ponds, our attention was confined 
to two sources from which to select a location, namely, 
Willow Pond and the Town water supply. The first we 
were obliged to abandon, as those who had charge of the 
pond preferred to keep it in its present condition, rather 
than have the Town fence it in and make it a presentable 
place for the convenience of those who wish to avail them- 
selves of a public bath. The second source of expected sup- 
ply was likewise abandoned, on account of the temperature 
of the water, and the great cost that would be entailed in 
keeping a fresh supply. In looking after that, which at one 
time seemed to be a forlorn hope, we found, unexpectedly, 
just what we wanted,—an unfailing supply of clear water, 
at no cost beyond buijding a house, to which an entrance 
could be had over land of the Town, thereby saving the 
expense that would ensue from leasing or purchasing land. 


9 
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On the northerly side of the school-house lot on Boylston 
street, and running about parallel with said street, is a little 
stream, which, by deepening the channel, furnished just such 
a place as the committee desired, and over the same they 
erected a house sufficient for the present needs of the Town. 
They contracted with Town mechanics for the carrying out 
of the plans, and the cost for the erection and maintenance has 
been only about two-thirds of the sum appropriated. During 
the season, tickets were issued to two hundred and eighty-two 
males and sixty-four females, and the number of baths taken 
was about 3,800. 

The expense of running the bath-house for the season 
was only $209.80, making the cost of each bath about 
five and one-fifth cents, which was an extremely low price, 
much lower than your committee has been able to find, 
even in places more favorably situated than the town of 
Brookline. The cost hereafter, the building being erected, 
can be limited to an expenditure, including painting and 
repairs, of less than $500 per year, and we would recommend 
that at the annual Town meeting the sum of $500 be appro- 
priated for that purpose, and that the Selectmen have charge 
of its management the coming year.

OF THE 


Committee on Trees in the Public Streets. 


At the adjourned Town meeting held the third day of April, 
1883, it was voted that Charles S. Sargent, James H. Bow- 
ditch and Charles H. Stearns should constitute a committee 
to take charge of the trees upon the public highways. No 
appropriation was made, however, to enable the committee. 
to enter upon the duties implied by this vote, and it has con- 
fined its labors, therefore, to a careful examination of the 
trees belonging to the Town, and to the consideration of 
some general system of planting for its highways. That 
some general system of street planting should be adopted 
by the Town cannot be doubted, if satisfactory results are 
expected. | 

The Town has not, with few exceptions, planted the trees 
now found along its highways. They have been planted, or 
very generally planted, by the owners of adjacent lands, and 
each individual owner has followed his own fancy in the 
selection of his trees and in the methods adopted in planting 
and caring for them. The result of such disconnected action 
has not been satisfactory in Brookline, and it can never be 
satisfactory in this or any town. The result in Brookline 
has been that many of the widest and most generally used 
thoroughfares are entirely destitute of trees, while many nar- 
row and comparatively unimportant streets are greatly over- 
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planted. Harmonious results have not been obtained, because 
harmonious results can never be obtained except through 
some general system, capable of securing the adoption of 
uniform methods, and the association only of varieties of 
trees suited by nature for such association. Final results, 
too, are largely dependent upon the adoption of some sys- 
tem of pruning and management of highway trees, uniform 
in its general features, while sufficiently elastic to allow 
special treatment for each individual tree. 

The trees along the highways of this town well illustrate 
the fact that street trees need constant and watchful care. 
They rarely receive it; and once planted, such trees are left 
to struggle for existence, or are subjected to the rough 
treatment of common laborers, or the rougher and less justifi- 
able mutilations of the employés of telegraph and telephone 
companies. Few trees have been found, belonging to the 
Town, which do not show the effects either of bad planting, 
over-crowding, the neglect of all pruning whatever, or of 
excessive or improper pruning. . If the planting of the high- 
ways of the Town is desirable, and if it is desirable to 
accomplish this in a manner at once satisfactory and econom- 
ical, it must be done by proper Town officers, at the expense 
of the Town, and not left to the individual efforts of the 
citizens. There is as great propriety and economy in allow- 
ing individuals to maintain the road-ways and sidewalks 
adjacent to their property, as to permit them to line the 
highways with trees, or leave them unshaded, in accordance 
with their individual fancy. 

It is perhaps unnecessary for your committee to enter into 
any general discussion of the advantages of street planting. 
No one, probably, will deny the fact that, in a climate like 
ours, street trees add immensely to the comfort:and safety of 
all persons using the highways in summer, or that the beauty 
and attractiveness of a town depend largely upon the nature 
and condition of its trees. 
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The streets of Brookline nevertheless are not now well 
planted. Many streets are not shaded at all. This is true 
of a large part of Washington and Harvard streets; it is true 
of Beacon street, west of Harvard street, one of the most 
frequently travelled thoroughfares of the town. The exten- 
sion of Goddard avenue ig entirely exposed, as is nearly the 
whole of Chestnut Hill avenue. These are some of the prin- 
cipal streets which require immediate planting. ‘There is 
not, however, a single street in -the town which cannot be 
improved by the planting of a few trees, or by thinning out 
and pruning trees already growing upon it. 

Any general system which may be adopted for planting 
the streets of Brookline must include a different treatment 
for the lower and upper parts of the town. The streets of 
the lower part of the town, or that portion of the town sur- 
rounding or adjacent to the Town Hall, are either already 
urban in their character or fast becoming so. If such streets 
are planted, they will require the formal planting of cities, 
in which only trees of one sort, and set at regular intervals, 
are permissible in the same continuous street. The streets in 
the upper part of the town are still eminently rural in char- 
acter; or, if they have of late years lost some of that rural 
charm for which Brookline was once famous, it is only the 
more important that the planting of these streets should be 
so managed as to restore, as far as possible, the natural 
appearance, which modern improvements have destroyed. 
The formal rows of trees which must line the broad, straight 
avenue of the lower part of the town, if they are planted at 
all, should be replaced on the winding, narrower roads of the 
southern part of the town by single trees, or detached groups 
of trees, selected and arranged to harmonize with the natural | 
features of their surroundings. 

The growth of native shrubs, now too often cut down or 
grubbed up, should be encouraged along walls and fences ; 
and plantations of such shrubs should be grouped with the 
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trees, to increase the natural features of this rural road-side 
planting. 

It is not desirable that streets under fifty feet in width 
should be regularly lined with trees, although when such 
streets run east and west, a single row of trees might, in 
some cases, be planted with advantage along the south side. 

It will require, however, without taking into account the 
necessities of such narrow streets, between 4,000 and 5,000 
trees to properly plant the streets of the town 50 feet and 
over in width now laid out. A much larger sum of money 
will be necessary to plant this number of trees thoroughly 
—and it is the poorest economy to plant street trees except 
in the most thorough manner —than the town would be jus- 
tified in expending for this purpose at one time. ‘The work, 
if it is done at all, should be done gradually, and so extended 
over a large number of years as to avoid imposing any 
Eee table burden upon the Town. 

Your committee recommends that either a permanent 
Street Tree Committee of three persons be appointed to 
serve without pay for the term of years, or that the 
duties of the Board of Park Commissioners be so enlarged 
as to give them control of all highway plantations in the 
town. 

Your committee recommends that it shall be the duty of 
this committee, or of the Board of Park Commissioners, to 
plant or remove such trees from the borders of the highways 
of the town as may appear necessary to them, and to expend 
such appropriations as the Town may make from time to time 
for this purpose, and report their operations annually in writ- 
ing to the Board of Selectmen; that the committee or the 
Board of Park Commissioners shall have the authority to ap- 
point a Town Forester, who, under their direction, shall have 
immediate control of all trees belonging to the Town, and 
shall superintend the planting of all highway trees. 
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Your committee further recommends the appropriation of 
$5,000, to be expended under the direction of the committee 
recommended above, or of the Board of Park Commissioners, 
in planting trees along the highways of the town, and for the 
care and improvement of trees already planted. 

Your committee respectfully beg to be: discharged from 
further duties.

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TEACHERS. 


In the High school the teachers are the same as reported 
last year. In the Pierce Grammar school, Miss Carrie P. 
Manning, after several years of excellent service, resigned at 
the close of the last school year, and her place was filled by 
the transfer of Miss Howe, from the Ward school. Miss 
Sophie J. Gowen, of Lynn, was appointed to the vacancy. 
Miss A. P. Haines, another teacher whose work for a number 
of years has endeared her to the pupils in the Boylston school, 
and to their parents as well, also resigned at the same time. 
. Her position was gfven to Miss 8. Louisa Stearns, who was 
transferred from the Engine house. Miss Elizabeth A. 
Rausch, who has for some time been teaching one of the 
younger classes in the Ward school, resigned early in 
September, to accept a position in the Royal Normal school, 
London, England, and Miss Martha A. Cushman, lately 
teaching in Abington, was appointed to succeed her. Miss 
M. Rk. Dickinson, who had a class of the Ward Primary 
school occupying the Engine house last year, resigned at the 
close of the summer term, as did Miss H. A. Briggs, of the 
Pierce Primary; to the place of the latter teacher, we have 
appointed Miss Abbie F. Bosworth, who was previously 
teaching in Somerville. Miss F. C. Guild, another teacher 3 
who has been with us for some time, has recently resigned, to 
accept a situation as teacher of history and literature at Dana 
Hall, a preparatory, department of Wellesley College, and 
this vaeancy has not yet been filled, except provisionally. 
While we have thus lost some of our most experienced 
teachers, several to tukq up the duties of domestic life, and 
others to accept positions of wider influence and greater 
responsibility, the committee have endeavored, and they 
trust successfully, to obtain competent and faithful teachers 
for the vacant places, who are taking up their work with evi- 
dent interest, and thus far to our great satisfaction. 
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NEW SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 


During the year, the Boylston school-house has been en- 
larged by building on the easterly side an addition of two 
rooms, and an entirely new school-house has been erected on 
Walter avenue, containing two large and pleasant rooms.* 
The opening of these new school-rooms, and the increasing 
number of scholars in all our schools, have rendered it neces- 
sary to increase the number of teachers. Transfers of classes 
or parts of classes, and transfers of teachers, have been made 
in consequence. The uncomfortable rooms in the Engine 
house, which we have been obliged to occupy for some time 
past, we are happy to report have been vacated within the 
last few weeks. Miss Anna M. Taylor, who took Miss 
Dickinson’s place, has been transferred to the Lincoln school 
on Walter avenue, where she has a class of beginners; and 
Miss Eva W. Cook, lately a teacher in Cambridge, was given 
one of the rooms in the enlarged Boylston school. Miss H. 
L. Carr, who had a class of the younger children in the Ward 
school, was transferred to the other room in the Lincoln 
school, and the room thus left vacant in the Ward school has 
been filled by the other class from the Engine house, and Miss 
Mary E. Farmer, who was till recently a teacher in Flushing, 
N. Y., has been appointed to the place. The scholars in the 
Heath school have increased in number during the year, and 
Miss Margaret J. Sweeney, a graduate of our High school, 
and also of the Normal school, has been appointed to teach a 
class in the primary grade there. The other room in the 
Boylston school, opened just before the Thanksgiving recess, 
has a class to which Miss S. A. Green, of North Easton, has 
been assigned.

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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


These enlarged accommodations were needed long before 
they could be finished, and we had no room for many children 
who applied for admission at the beginning of the year. 
Indeed, the committee think it their duty to say thus early, 
that the question of increased accommodations for the chil- 
dren who will require them in the immediate future, is likely 
to be again prominently before the Town as an imperative 
necessity. ) 

It will be seen by reference to the table of statistics, that 
the number of children between five and fifteen years of age, 
in the town, has increased one hundred and fifty-three, or 
almost exactly ten per cent., during the year ending March, 
1883; should a proportionate increase take place the coming 
year, we could not possibly accommodate them, in our pres- 
ent buildings. | 

The number of graduates of our High school who have 
returned this year to take the studies which were not open 
to them last year, is eight,—more than ever before. Then, 
again, while it is to be expected that some will leave at the 
close of the year, yet under the new course of study, now 
well advanced on its third year, we shall graduate none from — 
this school in June, and we have reason to believe that the 
entering class will make the number of pupils considerably 
greater than it has been at any time within the service of any 
present member of the board,—and the disposition of these 
pupils is already giving the sub-committee cause for anxious 
thought as to how it can be done with our present building. 

The High school building is now filled to its utmost capac- 
ity. It has been found necessary for the last two years to 
place desks and chairs in the aisles and on the platforms, 
which cause much inconvenience. <A new recitation-room is 
greatly needed also, as the small one in the ‘rear of the plat- 
form is often. uncomfortably crowded by the number using it ; 
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the additional seats we have been obliged to place there 
increase the discomfort, and the ventilation of this room is 
very imperfect, and a matter of frequent complaint. 

The suggestion has been made that this room could be 
thrown into the larger room, by removing and changing the 
arrangement of partitions at this end of the building, and 
that a wing of one story, perhaps to contain coat-rooms and 
a recitation-room, might be erected on the side. This plan, 
if it should be found feasible, would give us temporary re- 
lief, and possibly be all that would be required here for a 
few years to come. A second plan, should the preceding 
be found not to be wise, is to lengthen the building by moy- 
ing back the rear wall, making a recitation-room below. On 
some accounts this would be better than that first proposed, 
and not more expensive. But this, or some other measure for 
relief, seems to be needed at once, unless the Town is ready 
to build a new High school-house. The number of pupils 
attending this school, in proportion to our population, is, we 
ascertain from an investigation made with such care as we 
have been able to give, considerably above that of most of 
the towns in the State, while our building is far inferior to 
most of those occupied by schools of a similar standing. 
Many parents whose children are pursuing a High school 
course of study, now prefer, for various reasons, to send 
them into the city. While it is probable that many of these 
would continue to do so had we more attractive quarters, 
and those better adapted to the purpose, it is also true, we 
believe, that the number who would attend would be much. 
increased, to the advantage of all, should the changes we . 
have suggested be carried into effect. 

The growth of population caused by the erection of new 
dwelling-houses in Cypress street and its vicinity, and on 
Longwood avenue, has already increased the number of 
pupils in our schools; and it may be necessary to use the 
whole of the Lawrence school-house for Primary classes 
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very shortly. Petitions asking us to open such classes there, 
have already been received. To grant this will oblige us to 
bring the Grammar classes up to the Pierce Grammar build- 
ing, where the upper classes are now as full as can be taught 
to advantage. The question as to what is the wisest plan to 
meet this emergency also, cannot, without serious detriment 
to our best interests, long be delayed. Various plans have 
been suggested,—the enlargement of the Pierce Grammar 
school building, by an extension in the rear, or the addition 
of another story, which seems better than the enlargement 
of the Pierce Primary school-house, for several reasons. 
The committee would advise that a special committee be 
appointed to consider the best course to be recommended to 
the Town, with instructions to report at an early day. 


The enlargement of the Boylston school-house has already 
been mentioned. The new building on Walter avenue has 
been completed, and was occupied shortly after the Thanks- 
giving recess. This is one of the most convenient and 
attractive buildings in the town: it has been named the 
Lincoln school, in honor of our late chairman, for so many 
years an earnest and devoted worker in the cause of educa- 
tion among us. The grounds about this building are in 
need of some further grading, which it is believed can 
be done without expense to the Town, and which will be 
accomplished within the coming year. 


We recommend a. small appropriation for asphalting 
the yard of the Pierce Primary school, an application for 
which was denied last summer, by the Selectmen, for the 
reason that no appropriation for this parpose was at their 
disposal.

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The committee on the High school report that this school 
continues in charge of the same teachers as last year. They 
believe themselves fully justified in saying that it has never 
had more faithful, zealous, or efficient instruction than at 
present, and that at no period in its history has more earnest, 
thorough, or productive work been done. Our object in the 
present course of study has not been to make display, or 
even to attract public notice, but to so train the faculties of 
the pupils as to teach them how to investigate for themselves ; 
to develop a taste for the beautiful, the honorable, and the 
good; to produce educated men and women, who shall be 
useful, practical, and productive members of society. While 
no less attention is given to the classical department, more 
attention ¢s given to the studies in the English course, — 
especially in literature and the sciences. In the study of 
Government a remarkable interest has been developed. In 
Chemistry also, by the changes made last summer, intro- 
ducing water into one of the rooms, and enlarging somewhat 
the apparatus, we have enabled the class to perform many 
experiments for themselves, under the direction of their 
teacher, and some of the papers at the examination in this 
study were specially creditable, and showed interested and 
intelligent observation and faithful work by the pupils, as 
well as thought and skill on the part of the instructor. 

The number graduated at the close of the last school year 
was 20, or four more than the previous year. We have now 
eight scholars in the advanced class, who have returned to 
continue studies beyond the point to which we formerly 
carried our course. ‘The class just formed to study Greek 
numbers eleven. The number of scholars pursuing English 
studies only, is 49, and those taking the classical course is 38. 

The boys in this school, and some of the older boys in the 
Grammar school, like those in the High and Latin schools 
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m Boston, have felt considerable interest in military drill, 
and the members of the sub-committee have been repeatedly 
asked if some arrangement could not be made for instruction 
in this by a competent teacher; but they have not yet seen 
that it is best to recommend it. They, however, think it 
would be well to provide some simple gymnastic apparatus, 
to be used under proper restrictions. A committee on physi- 
cal exercises is now considering what should be done in this 
direction in all our schools, and their report is appended. 

The only change in the text-books during the year has 
been the introduction of a supplementary text-book on Physi- 
cal Geography, which we find gives better satisfaction than 
that in use last year, and it is probable this will’ be adopted 
permanently. 

The committee have embodied in a series of votes the 
various recommendations in reference to new buildings, the 
enlargement of the High school, the Devotion fund, etc., 
which will be found at the close of the report, and which 
they ask the Town to adopt. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. _ 


The charge of the Grammar and Primary schools having 
been continued in great measure in the hands of Mr. Daniels, 
as Superintendent, his report is appended, and reference is 
made to that for particulars as to what has been done in that 
portion of our work. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The results of the annual examination, in June last, show 
but little that was not most satisfactory. A careful review of 
the different examination papers revealed the fact that fewer 
than usual of the pupils failed to gain the per cent. required for

promotion; and there were many cases of. pupils attaining 
almost to the maximum in nearly all their studies.» We may 
safely say that the average attainment was higher than in 
former years. 

A change. was made by the committee the past school 
year, whereby the semi-annual examination, in January,.so 
far as it was a committee’s examinatign, was dispensed with 
~ entirely. It was made a matter of experiment, but having 
worked remarkably well, your committee feel themselves 
justified in recommending it as a permanent arrangement. 
The regular monthly examination by the teachers of the sey- 
eral grades is given in its place, and the ayerage of that with 
the previous months’ examinations shows the pupil’s standing, 
and is indispensable in ascertaining his fitness for continuing 
with his class; but much time and labor in the preparation 
and examination of papers is saved, and it seems in every 
way better not to put the strain of two regular examinations 
upon children already having full enough to accomplish. 

As in the previous school year, the sub-committee on 
Primary schools made an examination of all the Primary 
school children, in writing, numbers, and reading. It is 
with great pleasure that that committee records the remark- 
able and satisfactory manner in which these young children 
“met the test, — showing, beyond any doubt, that the system 
by which they are instructed attains its desired end. 

No examination is invariably a true test of attainment. <A 
child’s peculiar temperament under excitement, of which 
there is always more or less at such a time, may operate 
almost fatally in preventing him showing what he really 
knows. Notably is this true in the examination in reading, 
which necessarily is conducted orally. The mere presence 
of a committee-man is apt to confuse a pupil who may be 
one of the best readers of the class. And to a less degree, 
the fact that the examination paper has been prepared under 
the immediate supervision of the examination committee, 
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and appears in all the formality of print, tends to scatter the 
thoughts and prevent that concentration which is absolutely 
necessary to a proper solution of various questions. The 
time of the year, too, in which the examination takes place, 
being at the first very hottest part of it, often, also, militates 
against perfect results. And considering all these adverse 
circumstances, which will always exist, and are by no means 
peculiar to our town, your committee is satisfied, as far as 
it can judge from the high average results of last June’s 
examinations, that the work in the Brookline schools, both 
on the part of the teachers and the taught, is being done well 
and thoroughly. | 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


In the desire to secure the most thorough and rapid mental 
development of the pupils in our schools, the committee feel 
that the possibility of doing something to aid them in acquir- 
ing sound bodies also, by proper physical training, has 
hitherto received too little consideration. 

The school hours, except the regular recesses, seem to be 
so wholly parcelled out to different studies and recitations, 
- that most teachers, especially those in the higher grades, 
think it impossible to do more than give, now and then, a 
few moments to a mere rest from study, or to a few move- 
ments that serve really the same end, being too inefficient and 
aimless to deserve the name of exercise, for the purpose of 
physical development. Without special study and instruc- 
tion in this direction, it is impossible for the teacher to know 
just what to do to bring into play the various sets of muscles, 
so as to symmetrically strengthen the different parts of the 
body, 7 
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With the desire to accomplish something practical in the 
way of physical education, this subject was referred to a sub- 
committee, which has made a preliminary report, by which 
we are led confidently to believe that it is possible, by devot- 
ing a short time each day to systematic exercise, scientifically 
directed, to do a great deal towards developing weak muscles, 
improving the general health and strength of pupils, and 
thereby better fitting them to bear the mental strain of so 
many hours of daily study, and the necessary confinement of 
the school-room. 

A manual, especially designed and admirably adapted to 
this end, has been placed in the hands of the teachers, and as 
soon as they have had time to become familiar with the details 
of the subject, its rules and instructions will be put in prac- 
tice, as far as this can be done without apparatus. Later, as 
the plan becomes more fully developed, it may be thought 
advisable to procure some simple and inexpensive apparatus. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


It will be seen from the last report of this school for the 
vacation of 1882, that of the sixty-three pupils enrolled, all 
but thirteen failed to reap the full benefit, through irregular 
attendance. To remedy this want of regularity so far as 
possible, and thus make the school a benefit to the largest 
number, the committee issued the following circular, hoping 
that the pledge expected of the parent, and the stimulus of 
prizes offered to the pupils, would have the desired effect of 
not only securing an adequate number of the proper age, but 
regular attendance also. 


- INDUSTRIAL VACATION SCHOOL. 


This school will open on Monday, July 9th, and continue eight weeks. 
The instruction will include an elementary course in carpentry and 
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joinery, with applications. In order to secure the hearty interest and co- 
operation of pupils, the School Committee offer the following prizes :—

It will be seen that while a gain has been made, we cannot 
report entirely satisfactory results. 

The whole number of applicants admitted was thirty-six. 
Of these, twelve were dropped for irregular attendance, and 
three took less than twenty-five lessons. The remaining 
twenty-one took from twenty-five to ninety-four lessons 
each, and made, upon the whole, satisfactory progress. 
Eleven of the applicants were under twelve years of age, of 
whom all but four were among those dropped ; and these 
were too small physically to fully profit by the course. 

The prizes offered were all well earned, and, in addition, 
two dollars were paid for work which the Town needed and 
accepted. 
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While a larger number of pupils took advantage of the 
school than in the previous year, the number seeking admis- 
sion did not come up to our expectations. Still, it is quite 
likely that we expected too much. We did not sufficiently 
consider how much it must costa boy voluntarily to give up 
even a portion of the vacation which has been from time im- 
memorial set apart as his reward for duty performed during — 
the balance’ of the year. 

It is evident that instruction in a vacation school can never 
take the place of the current work during the remainder of 
the year in any department; and the most we have hoped 
to do is to demonstrate the feasibility and value of hand- 
teaching, in order that at the proper time the Town might be 
‘ready to adopt it as part of the educational training which it 
would demand of all pupils needing it, either as a means or 
as anend. On this account, as well as for what we can do 
for a limited number of pupils with a small amount of money, 
we recommend its continuance, and an appropriation of the | 
same sum as last year. 

At the close of the school, the work of the pupils was ex- 
hibited in the lower town hall, and we have reason to think 
that all, even the best judges, were well satisfied with the 
variety and quality of all the articles submitted, taking the 
time devoted and the average age of the pupils into account. 

Special mechanic art schools, or manual training schools, 
are rapidly springing up in many of the larger cities in all 
parts of the country ; and we earnestly hope that Brookline 
may be among the first, if not the first of towns, to recognize 
the value of this kind of teaching by requiring it as a part 
of the pupil’s fundamental education. 

Our thanks are again due to Mr. Hildreth, the teacher of 
the school, for his faithfulness and thoroughness. | 

Our expenditures are reported elsewhere, with the other 
expenses of the schools. 
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PENNY SAVINGS. 


‘«Penny savings” are now collected in four rooms in the 
‘Pierce school, one in the Harvard school, two in the Lawrence 
school, and three in the Ward school,—ten rooms in all. 
For the first half of the present school year the collections 
were, for various reasons, omitted in all but the room in 
the Ward school; but they have been resumed, and will be 
continued till the end of the school year.

EVENING SCHOOL. 


The Evening school was opened a little later than usual, 
but is doing its accustomed work. We append a brief state- 
ment concerning it, from the teachers who are now in charge. 
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To the Brookline Evening School Committee : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Our school began Dec. 10th, 1883, with 
about 40 pupils, the larger part of whom were boys, whose 
ages range from 12 to 20. Those who were desirous of 
gaining knowledge remained, while those who came for 
other reasons retired after a few nights, making the average 
attendance about 30. 

The studies pursued are: Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, 
Geography, Grammar, and U. S. History. Ten pupils have 
shown much interest in Bookkeeping, and have made good 
progress. Drawing, Letter-writing and Composition have 
been taught, and the pupils seem more interested in their 
studies than when the school began.

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The following are the votes previously, referred to in this 
report, and recommended for adoption by the School Com- 
mittee. The subject of the Edward Devotion School Fund 
having been so fully discussed in the report of last year, it is 
unnecessary to go into the matter at the present time further 
than to say that the Town having accepted the trust, it seems 
proper to declare the manner in which the same has been in- 
vested. The plan suggested below does not involve any ad- 
ditional expenditure on the part of the Town, and some 
action is thought necessary to prevent any possible charge 
that the bequest has been diverted ; to remove a perplexing 
subject from further discussion ; and to perpetuate in a suit- 
able way the most liberal gift for educational purposes the 
Town has ever received. As the High school is for the 
benefit of all the citizens, more perhaps than any other of 
our public schools, the association of his name with that 
building seems most appropriate. 


Voted, That a Special Committee, to consist of , be 
appointed to consider what plans should be adopted to en- 
large the present school accommodations, with instructions to 
report at an early day, such recommendations as may seem 
most expedient. 





Voted, That the Treasurer be instructed to give the note 
of the Town, signed by the Treasurer, and countersigned by 
a majority of the Selectmen, for the sum of five thousand 
dollars, payable to the Commissioners ot the Sinking Fund, 
(who are hereby declared the Trustees of the Edward Devo- 
tion School Fund,) bearing interest at the rate of four per 
cent. perfannum. 


Voted, That a sum not exceeding four thousand five hun- 
dred dollars be and the same is hereby appropriated towards 
the payment of the above note, and that the same, or so much 
thereof as shall be needed, be expended under the direction 
of the School Committee, in the enlargement of the High 
school building. 
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‘oted, That the bequest of Edward Devotion, ‘‘ towards 
building or maintaining a school as near the centre of the 
Town as shall be agreed upon by the Town,” having been in- 
vested in the High school building, the large hall in the same 
shall hereafter be called the Edward Devotion Hall, in his 
honor.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
To the School Committee of Brookline: 


In compliance with your regulations, I herewith respect- 
fully submit my report for the year ending January 31st, 
1884. 

The year now closing has been one of more than ordinary 
interest and responsibility to those having the care of the 
schools. ‘The increase in the number of pupils has made it 
necessary to enlarge our school accommodation, and to em- 
ploy additional teachers. : 

As vacancies occur, there is no lack of applicants or of 
teachers who are available at short notice, but there is a real 
searcity of teachers who possess the many desirable qualifi- 
cations of temperament and manners,— knowledge of human 
nature,—particularly child nature, in its wills, tendencies, 
capacities, and peculiarities,—tact in the management of 
school, and ability to impart instruction and interest the 
pupils in their work. 

An old adage truly says, ‘‘As is the teacher, so the school,” 
or as the State Board of Education express it, ‘‘ The differ- 
ence in schools is substantially the difference in teachers.” 
There never was a time when good teachers were in so great 
demand as now, or when indifferent and inexperienced teach- 
ers found it so difficult to secure and retain important and 
permanent positions. 

We have lost the past year some excellent teachers; and 
if we succeed in supplying their places with equally good 
ones, it takes time for new teachers to establish themselves, 
to become acquainted with the dispositions and capacities of 
the pupils, and to secure the full confidence and codperation 
of the parents. It is but just to say that the new teachers 
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appointed to fill vacancies, are energetic and enthusiastic in 
their work, firm but judicious in their discipline; and from 
present appearances they will be a valuable acquisition to 
our efficient corps. 

The new rooms referred to in the committee’s report are 
now all occupied, and have a total of one hundred and 
seventy-eight pupils, an average of over forty-four pupils to 
aroom. It would seem that further accommodations will 
be needed in the near future, and I trust that this matter 
will receive your early attention, that we may, if possible, 
avoid the necessity of again occupying the vacant rooms in 
the engine-house. ings rooms have already been occupied 
at two different times for periods of about one year each, 
much to the discomfort and embarrassment of both teachers 
and pupils in their work. The recent erection of a shop in 
the rear of the building now occupies the only spot which 
could be used by the children as a play-yard, without tres- 
passing upon private property. From September to Decem- 
ber, the date of removal, their recesses were chiefly spent in 
the street, and the wonder is that no serious accident oc- 
curred, | 

The only unoccupied school-room in town is at Longwood, 
too distant to accommodate children in this section of the 
town. 

Judging from past experience, the present time is none 
too early to plan for our future needs. | 

One of the first questions to be settled in connection with 
school accommodations is in reference to a suitable location, 
which will at the same time relieve the crowded schools. 
There can be no question as to the desirability of a dry and 
healthy spot, with pleasant surroundings and ample yard 
room, somewhat removed from the business centre of the 
town and away from noisy streets. Another question is as 
to the size and number of buildings to properly accommodate 
the population. Brookline has at the present time twelve 
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school-houses, with a school population as returned by the 
the assessors in May last, of fourteen hundred and _ninety- 
nine ; while Quincy, for example, with fifty per cent. more 
school children, has seven school-houses. 

While Primary pupils ought not to be sent far from home 
to school, great care should be used in making provision for 
our future wants, that we do not erect too many small build- 
ings in different parts of the town, without sufficient regard to” 
economy and the best interests of the schools. A matter of 
no little importance to the success of a school is a judicious 
classification, by which pupils widely differing in age and at- 
tainments may not be assigned to any one teacher. While I 
would not advise in a town like Brookline the erection of 
three-story structures, I do not think buildings of eight or 
ten rooms, properly arranged, with ample yard and _ play- 
grounds, objectionably large. } 

Large schools are more economical in every point of view. 
The buidings, considering the number of pupils accommo- 
dated, cost less. The expense of heating, repairs, and care 
of buildings, is much less, proportionally. The pupils can 
be better classified, thereby securing better advantages for 
them. 

It has not been our custom to keep a separate expense ac- 
count of each school, as is the practice in many towns. But, 
while the average cost per pupil in our Primary schools is 
probably not more than $18 or $20, it certainly costs at 
least $100 for each of the five pupils attending the Newton- 
street school. Pupils attending the small schools have no 
single advantage, except in the shorter distance travelled in 
going to and from school. i 

While the efficiency of our schools will depend much upon 
proper classification, great personal wrong may sometimes 
be done by continuing a pupil too long in any one grade, as 
well as by pushing him too fast, that he may finish his course 
in the shortest time possible. Pupils cannot, however, enter 
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profitably upon Grammar school studies before they are able 


to combine simple numbers, which will include a knowledge ~ 


of what is commonly known as the multiplication and divis- 
ion tables; to read understandingly, at sight, from prose 


pieces of a second reader grade; to spell fairly the words 


which occur in those pieces; to produce in writing, in 
_their own language, simple stories, after silent reading, 
or after they have been read to them by the teacher. 


The importance of the latter exercise can scarcely be over-. 


estimated, as penmanship, spelling, punctuation, the use of 
capitals, paragraphing and composition, can all be best 
learned by constant practice in putting one’s thoughts on 


paper. 


In order to carry forward the composition work which has | 


been so well begun in some of the Primary schools, it was 
decided, after consultation with the Grammar teachers as to 
the best method to be systematically pursued, to require one 
composition per month from each and every pupil, beginning 
with September last. These compositions are to be copied 
into a blank-book, without previous correction by the teacher. 
This is not a substitute for other composition-work usually 
required, but additional thereto, and it will give ten composi- 
tions per year of the kind referred to. We very naturally 
look for improvement in this line of work, as the teachers 
will, from time to time, call the attention of the classes to 
the most common errors; and we assume that the pupils 
themselves will take pride in doing their best at all times. 
The composition-books will always We open to ee by 
the committee. 

It would be a very pleasant and gratifying thing to be able 
to say that each and every one of the more than twelve 
hundred pupils is doing all that can reasonably be expected 
of him; but this is too much to look for, and while as a 
whole the classes are doing satisfactory work, and making 
commendable progress, there are, and probably will continue 
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to be, individual exceptions. We naturally inquire into the 
causes of unsatisfactory and careless work, but it would re- 
quire too much space to enter into particulars at this time. 
Later on I shall incidentally refer to some of the prominent 
causes. 

We aim by systematic work to make the transfers of 
pupils from grade to grade natural and easy. Every step 
taken should be with direct reference to some definite end in 
view, either in the acquisition of certain knowledge valuable 
for its own sake, or as mental discipline preliminary to 
something remote, and which can only be attained indirectly. 
Horace Mann defined habit -as a cable: ‘‘We weave a 
thread of it every day, and at last we cannot break it.” The 
_ great work of the teacher is to wisely direct his pupils in the 
exercise of their mental powers, that they may acquire cor- 
rect habits of thought in all their investigations. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


For the last three or four years the sub-committee on Pri- 
mary schools have made personal examinations of those 
schools during the month of June,—each member taking a 
special subject and applying the same test in corresponding 
grades in all schools. Besides affording an opportunity to 
examine personally the work of individual schools, an oppor- 
tunity is also. given to ascertain the condition of the schools 
as a whole. While we cannot expect equally satisfactory 
results in all schools, the defects as well as excellences may 
be traced to their true causes, and the suggestions made by 
the examiners are of value to the teachers and superintendent. 
The division of subjects may vary somewhat from year to 
year without changing the general plan, except so far as ex- 
perience would justify in matters of detail. 

The sub-committee on examinations, as will be seen by 
their report, made but one written examination of the Gram- 
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mar schools, the past year. This, with the usual examinations 
made by the teachers and superintendent, of which record is 
kept, is believed to be sufficient to ascertain with good degree 
of certainty the standing of each pupil, and to determine his 
fitness for promotion. 

It was deemed advisable by the same sub-committee to 
raise the standard somewhat for promotion from class to 
class, and the following rule, which is now in force and ap- 
plies to present classes, was ordered :—‘‘ That no pupil shall 
be promoted whose general average is less than 65 per cent. 
in the following studies,—arithmetic, geography, grammar, 
history and bookkeeping,—or less than 70 per cent. in all his 
studies, including those just enumerated.” 

The following vote was also passed :—‘‘ But this rule-im- 
plies no obligation to permit a pupil to continue when not 
able to do the work of the class.” Monthly reports, as for- 
merly, are sent to the parents, that they may be kept informed 
of the standing of their children in the schools. 

Late in April the committee received a petition numerously 
signed by the parents of pupils in the Pierce school, request- 
ing the omission of Saturday’s session for the remainder of 
the term, and the board subsequently voted to suspend the 
Saturday’s session in all the schools, and to make Wednes- 
day’s session five hours, instead of three, as formerly. 
As it had been our custom to dismiss the two younger 
Primary classes at the second recess on long session days, 
this practically deprives those classes of one full session per 
week. It remains to be seen what effect the present plan 
will have upon the year’s work. 

As the attendance in nearly all the schools was thinner on 
Saturdays than on other days of the week, it is to be hoped 
that by giving our pupils one entire day (as is customary in 
nineteen-twentieths of all the schools of the State), the im- 
proved attendance on other days will largely compensate for 
the loss of Saturday’s session. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


Constant and punctual attendance is necessary to the full 
benefit of school privileges. A pupil who is often absent, 
or is in the habit of coming late, or of being dismissed before 
the close of school, not only usually does poor work himself, 
but delays the work of the class by taking the teacher’s time 
to dwell upon points fully explained during his absence. 
The greater good of the whole class would sometimes be 
promoted by dropping the irregular pupil to the lower grade. 

We aim to ascertain the causes of absence,—often by di- 
rect inquiries at the home of the pupil. And when irregular 
attendance can be traced to sickness in the family, or to need- 
ed assistance in the household duties, our sympathies are 
naturally extended to the pupil and his parents; and for the 
individual, it seems best to allow him to remain in his class 
and attend school as regularly as circumstances will permit. 


TRUANCY. 


But there is another class of pupils quite unlike those just 
described, and who need prompt and efficient treatment. It 
is sometimes said that the schools should be made so attrac- 
tive that pupils will not willingly stay away. The fact is, 
there is a class of children, not very numerous, whose parents 
are either indifferent as to their education, or have lost con- 
trol over them, so that little aid in the way of codperation 
with the teachers can be expected. From this class come 
the truants,—comparatively few in number, but potent to do 
evil, and somewhat on the increase, as my records show. 
They go to school when they must, and stay away as often 
as they can and evade the truant officer. 

The number of cases of truancy reported the last year is 
one hundred and thirty, confined to forty-three pupils, who 
were truants for periods varying from one day to eighteen 
days each, as follows:

This number would have been increased, had it not been 
for the vigilance of the truant officer in arresting and return- 
ing boys to school who left home, presumably to go to 
school, but failed to put in an appearance at the proper time. 
We do not claim to havea record of every case of truancy, 
from the difficulty in ascertaining whether or not certain ab- 
sences are without the knowledge and consent of the parenfts. 

Three boys, the past year, have been sent to the House of 
the Angel Guardian for a short time each. This is an ex- 
cellent disciplinary institution, and if it had a shop attached, 
for manual labor, it would seem to be all that could be de- 
sired for children whom we can send there. But we must 
first obtain the consent of the parents before sending a child 
to this place. The only other alternative is the House of Cor- 
rection, plainly an unsuitable place for truants. If we are to 
deal effectively with truancy, we must either have a place of 
our own, or make arrangements with some city or town 
already having a reformatory institution, to which we can 
send habitual truants without the consent of the parents. I 
trust the committee will recommend some plan to the town 
this spring. 


The schools, as a whole, have made commendable progress 
the past year. They are capable of still further usefulness 
and proficiency. More is demanded of them today than a 
quarter of a century ago, but we believe the teaching talent 
has also improved, and that it has at least kept abreast with 
the increased demands.

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While we realize the vast changes and improvements which 
have taken place and are still taking place in all the depart- 
ments of this busy world, as exemplified in the improved 
methods of agriculture, commerce, manufactures, mining, 
and in the rapid communication with distant parts of the 
world by means of telegraphs and telephones, we ask our- 
selves, what is likely to be demanded of the schools at no 
distant day ? 

Of one thing we are certain ;—to settle down with any- 
thing like satisfaction that the schools have reached perfection, 
would be practically to retrograde. Questions like the fol- 
lowing must be carefully weighed, as they come, not alone 
from educators, so-called, but from thoughtful men in all 
ranks and stations in life : 


Are the children over-worked in the public schools? 

Are they doing the right kind of work ? 

Are they educated beyond their station? 

Are their minds crammed and not educated ? 

Are the children properly educated in a moral point of 
view ? 

Is manual training a necessary factor of a good education ? 


We find these and kindred questions occupying the minds 
of thoughtful men, discussed in the journals of the day, and 
at educational meetings, from Maine to California, and the 
irresistible conclusion is, that never before was there so gen- 
eral interest in the education of the children of the land. 

The result must be a positive gain to the schools.

There still remains a 
balance due to the assignees of Mr. McLean, and some 
smaller accounts are fies ; and it will be necessary therefore 
to appropriate the unexpended balance. 

The School Committee have named this school-house the 
‘¢ Lincoln School,” in recognition of the long and very effi- 
cient service rendered to the Town by William H. Lincoln, 
Esq., as chairman of the School Committee.

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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


_ The Trustees herewith submit their twenty-seventh annual 
report, together with those of the librarian and the treasurer 
of the board. : 

The treasurer’s report shows the investments of the 
Gardner Fund and of the Hall Fund to be in excellent 
condition. 

The report of the librarian to the board gives the con-- 
dition of the library at the present time, and a detailed 
account of the work done during the past year. | 


The present number of volumes in the library is 28,062. 

The number of volumes added by gift or purchase since 
the last report is 973. 

The average daily circulation during the year has been 151. 

The total circulation for the year has been 50,608. 


A large number of valuable government publications have 
been received from Washington, through the exertions of 
Hon. John W. Candler and Hon. Theodore Lyman, to whose 
thoughtfulness the library is much indebted. 

While there has been some improvement noted in the care 
of books in circulation, the Trustees feel that they cannot 
too often, or too strongly, impress upon those using the 
library the importance of properly caring for the books 
while in their possession. The number of cases of wilful 
injury by cutting, tearing and marking is somewhat unac- 
countable in the face of the regularly enforced pen- 
alties. The services of an extra assistant are in constant 
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requisition for the examination and cleansing of incoming 
volumes, and frequent renewals are eeniered: waite by 
the partial destruction of books. 

Although the wilful injuries are mostly due to the mis- 
chief of children, cases are not infrequent which are too 
evidently the work of adults. 

The number of persons desiring to consult the works in 
the reference library has perceptibly increased. This indi- 
cates a growing appreciation of a department which has 
always been fostered by the Trustees. The new shelving 
and re-arrangement of the librarian’s room has rendered the 
access to works of this character much easier than before. 

The Trustees have every reason to feel satisfied with the 
management of the library during the year. The work has 
been done promptly and well. It is believed to have given 
satisfaction to the public.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


BROOKLINE, FrEs. 1, 1884. 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, — My twelfth annual report is herewith 
respectfully submitted, containing the yearly repetition of 
data and memoranda upon the topic of library service and 
management as existing in this institution. 3 

All along the line of by-gone reports a strong family like- 
ness may be traced, to which the general features of the 
present one prove no exception, yet it must needs be por- 
trayed in spite of its similitude. 

The daily routine of circulation, the monthly accession of 
books, the occasional advent of gifts, the incidental necessity 
for re-arrangement of shelves, afford scant material for the 
inspiration of that time-honored but threadbare production 
known as the annual report, and this twelfth essay of my 
own to sustain a long established custom lays no claim to 
freshness or originality. 

After all, it is the unwritten history of our library which 
is the real history. When we have retold our statistics from 
year to year, there is still no measurement of the silent and 
far-reaching influence of our books—no estimate of the 
incentives to study and research — no record of the number- 
less times when our treasuries of information have yielded 
‘«just the very thing” the inquirer sought—no note of the 
helpfulness to teachers and pupils—no chronicle of the com- 
fort to the sick or weary, or knowledge of the mere enjoy- 
ment of the multitude; yet these are far more truly the 
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important chapters in library history than are the precise 
numbers of books bought or loaned. They are chapters 
scattered through the various lives of those who come within 
the circle of library influence, but quite beyond the grasp of 
the historian. | | 

There can be no doubt but that all popular libraries, in 
common with our own, are used more for recreative than in- 
structive reading, although every such library has upon its 
shelves a much larger proportion of the latter than the 
former. It is admitted that these standard books rest quietly 
upon their shelves while their less useful companions go in 
and out without ceasing, and it has become a problem in 
many libraries how to set the tide in favor of the neglected 
volumes. 

Partial success has attended the efforts at solution in some 
localities, and the indications of the past year are that the 
little wedge, which has been entered in Brookline, is doing 
its work. Certainly the twenty-seventh year presents no 
more hopeful sign, in the midst of its general prosperity, 
than this—that the library has been more frequently used for 
purposes of study than at any time in its history for the past 
twelve years. 

No effort will be spared to encourage this practical use of 
higher resources. The mines are here, the superintendents 
are ready and anxious to develope the stored wealth, all we 
need is the miners themselves to make this wealth productive. 
Some have prospected successfully this last year—let us hope 
the news of their discoveries and good fortune may be spread 
abroad to the furtherance of the best interests of the library 
and the community. f

CONDITION. 


& ° e . . ° 
In all respects the condition of the library remains unim- 
paired, and in some points improved. ‘The over-crowded 
state of some of the alcoves has been relieved by removal and . 
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re-arrangement, and better accommodations for the pictorial 
papers have been provided in the new case behintl the desk. 

The steady growth of the library is yearly diminishing the 
shelf-room in the book-hall and in many alcoves we have 
nearly reached the limit of capacity. If we would preserve 
the present systematic classification of books, this necessity 
must be considered and, we hope, generously met in season 
to prevent crowding, dividing, dislocation and kindred in- 
conveniences. 

The original shelving capacity was estimated at 30,000 
volumes, but this would have fallen short several vears ago, 
had we not shelved the librarian’s room for the reference 
books and the room on the second floor for public documents, 
besides filling up the pamphlet-room with the unused dupli- 
cates. 

When the library was re-arranged twelve years ago, allow- 
ance was made for ten, or possibly twelve years’ growth at 
the rate of a thousand per year. That point has been reached 
and we now have in the library 28,062 volumes, or, within 
2,000 of the original estimate for the book-hall. It will un- 
doubtedly be possible to manage two or three years more with 
comparative comfort—after that only with positive discomfort. 

The state of the books for the year is specially noteworthy, 
so few having been rebound and still less withdrawn, — only 
128 volumes going to the bookbinder and 33 volumes worn 
out. The condition of the rooms and furniture of the building 
is also satisfactory, showing careful attention to cleanliness 
and order. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The average number of accessions has been reached through 
the usual channels of purchase, gift, newly-bound Serials, and 
exchange ; ranging respectively 557, 222, 180 and 14 volumes, 
and amounting in all to 973 volumes. 
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The relative proportions of these figures vary somewhat 
from other* years, but not enough to call for minute analysis 
of causes. 

In addition to the books above mentioned, the library has 
also been the recipient of 375 pamphlets and 531 unbound 
periodicals—these latter enabling us to partially fill a long 
gap in an important series of reviews. 

The subject of accessions cannot be dismissed without 
acknowledging the number and value of our gifts, and calling 
attention to a few of the more prominent ones, such as that of 
Mr. J. Elliot Cabot, which added 45 volumes to our set of the 
‘¢ Revue des Deux Mondes”.; those of Messrs. Candler and 
Lyman, which helped to perfect important sets of govern- 
ment publications ; that of Capt. Candage, which materially 
increases the number of our state documents) (one large in- 
stalment coming just too late to find entry in the regular 
list) ; that of Mr. Darracott, consisting of several scientific 
works and a valuable collection of reports and pamphlets 
upon water-supply; and Miss Stevenson’s contribution of 
United States Sanitary Commission publications, all, as 
will be seen, from residents of Brookline. 

One large India proof engraving of the ‘‘ Departure of the 
Pilgrim Fathers” has been presented by Mr. J. H. Sturgis, 
but is not yet hung for want of suitable wall space. 

Gifts from non-residents and societies have also been 
numerous. Among them may be mentioned those of Rev. C. 
D. Bradlee, and the Misses Gay of Boston; the American 
Swedenborg Printing and Publishing Society ; the Interna- 
tional Tract and Missionary Society; and the Smithsonian 
Institution. Valuable catalogues from the Ames Free 
Library of North Easton, Mass., and the public libraries of 
Fall River and Lawrence, Mass., are also worthy of note. 


CIRCULATION. 
The statistics of circulation indicate a slight increase in 
numbers, but not sufficiently remarkable to merit more than 
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passing mention. The library year counts 307 days, with a 
registration of 46,373 vols. on home slips, and 4,235 vols. 
on hall slips, making an aggregate of 50,608 vols. used by 
the public during the year, — the average for home use being 
151 per day, and the general average 165. 

The largest daily and weekly issues were 380 and 1292 
vols. respectively — occurring March 3d and the week imme- 
diately following, or that ending March 10, 1883. 

The character of this circulation is quite as gratifying as 
the full statistics, indeed,’more so, for while the figures 
exhibit a healthful rate of reading, the observations on the 
character show improvement in the kind. This is true in a 

“marked degree of the books used in the library, and to a 
certain extent of the books going out. 

Two books have bee lost during the year, in each case 
voluntarily reported and promptly paid for, so that there is 
no absolute loss to the library. Three or four cases of acci- 
dental injury have also occurred, which have been properly 
adjusted. Instances of mutilation and pencil-markings are ~ 
less in number than last year, but still sufficiently frequent 
to be deprecated. | 

Fines for the detention of books amount to $146.20, for 
damage to books $12.70, making the total receipts from 
these sources $158.90. 


READING ROOM AND PERIODICALS. 


A very thorough and wide-spread appreciation of the 
privileges of our pleasant and well supplied reading-room 
seems to have become general, if one may judge from the 
constant and practical use to which it is now put. Old and 

» young gather around its tables and share its treasures. This, 
I know, fulfils a long felt desire on the part of all connected 
with the library and will be heartily appreciated by all its 
friends. 
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I regret that so pleasant a picture should have a shadow, 
but truth compels me to say that. such a shadow exists 
through the thoughtless, and, I fear I must add, oftentimes 
wilful indulgence in conversation, in spite of the regulation 
against it, in spite of admonition, and in utter disregard of 
the rights or feelings of others. 

The already generous list of periodicals has been recently 
augmented by subscriptions to several of the leading art 
publications — including the Art Amateur, the Portfolio, and 
L’Art. These will not lie upon the tables, on account of 
their value and liability to injury, but will be subject to call 
at the desk by the use of the hall slips. 

A duplicate number of Punch is also to be supplied for 
home use. 

SPECIAL AND GENERAL WORK. oy 

During last summer several important changes were made’ 
in the location and arrangement of books. This was under- 
taken in order to relieve the alcove of travels, which was full 
to repletion. ‘To accomplish this with the least disturbance 
of catalogue numbers, books from the 20th alcove were sent 
up stairs to the public-document room — they being U. S. 
publications. Books from the 4th aleove were then removed 
to the 20th alcove, and the overflow from the 3d naturally 
went to the 4th alcove. 

These works of travel have been divided and re-arranged, 
new shelf-lists made of the two alcoves (1404 vols.) and the 
books re-numbered to correspond. The present arrangement 
allows for a growth of ten years and will not have to be 
disturbed within that time, even in the event of a future 
enlargement of the library. 

One difficulty only arises from this change, and that is, a pos- 
sible confusion of numbers among the old books of travel when 
selected from the printed catalogues. All new books belong- 
ing to the subject will be clearly designated on the. bulletins 
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by the addition of the superior n to the number, as is 


already done in the annual list of accessions accompanying _— 


this report. 2 

The old arrangement of the 4th alcove (natural sciences) 
remains intact in the 20th alcove, but will doubtless be mod- 
ified in the course of the coming summer. 

This work, with the exception of the moving of books from 
alcoves 4 and 20, and some assistance upon the re-number- 
ing of the books of travel, was done by the librarian in 
addition to the regular duties of the year. 

The whole story of the circulation department is by no 
means told by its statistics, which simply give the number of 
vols. loaned and returned. The careful examination of the 
whole 50,608 vols.; the re-covering of 11,524 vols. ; the 
sendigz. of 3,199 notices; and the repairing and cleasing of 
books, must all be taken into account in reaching a just 
appreciation of this service. 

Outside of the routine work, Miss Woods has carefully 
copied one volume of the interleaved catalogue for the desk, 
and has posted an interleaved school-list for the use of the 
young people. This has thrown an extra share of the cover- 
ing of books upon the second assistant, but none of the work 
has fallen in arrears. 

I may say that these duties have been discharged with a 
conscientiousness and industry worthy of commendation. 
Many of them are exceedingly monotonous and even irk- 
some, but they are none the less patiently and cheerfully 
performed, and I have yet to discover the least evasion ot 
disagreeable work or wilful neglect of any kind. 


SUGGESTIONS. 
Nothing additional need be said in regard to the catalogues 
- and other aids to the contents of the library. They have all 
been repeatedly mentioned, and cannnot fail to be thoroughly 
understood. 
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It may not be amiss, however, to say that the accompanying 
list of additions is a consolidation of the bulletins of the year 
specially prepared for household use, which if preserved with 
those of 1881 and 1882 will form a convenient series of sup- 
plements to the larger printed catalogues.

The Park Commissioners respectfully report : — 

During the past year we have purchased 201,743 square 
feet of land lying within the limits of the proposed Muddy 
River Improvement — now called by the Park Commission- 
ers of Boston, ‘‘ Riverdale ”— at a cost of $4,827.17, an 
average of 2:%’5 cents per foot, and are still negotiating for 
certain portions of the remainder. In many cases, however, 
the owners are holding their lands at prices far exceeding 
the assessed valuation, and others are willing to sell only 
upon conditions which we are not authorized to accept. 

It is therefore probable that many of these negotiations 
will fail, in which case we shall be obliged to wait until the 
Boston commissioners are prepared to join us in taking the 
whole of the territory not previously acquired by purchase, 
under the authority given us by chap. 185, acts of 1875. 

The obstacles which We have encountered, in the prices 
asked for much of this land, were not anticipated, and the 
position taken by some of the land owners is greatly to be 
regretted, as it must postpone, perhaps for a long time, the 
completion of a desirable and much needed improvement. 

We have expended $111.50 of the appropriation for cur- 
rent expenses ($1,000), and ask for a re-appropriation of 
the remainder ($888.50), for the expenses of the ensuing 
year. 

The Treasurer’s report will give the details of all our 


expenditures.

As we remarked in our last report, the market prices of 
the bonds held in the Sinking Fund necessarily decline as 
their time of maturity draws near. ‘The prices quoted are 
those bid on the 31st day of January, 1884. The Brookline 
bonds held by us are stamped as belonging to the Fund and 
are not negotiable. We give in our schedule the rate at 
which such bonds could be sold for cash. It should be re- 
membered that these bonds by the time the principal is paid 
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will have paid an amount largely in excess of their face value. 
The 7s, having fourteen years to run, will have paid for 
every $1,000, $1,980; the 6s will have paid in eleven years 
for each $1,000, $1,660; the 5s, in sixteen years, $1,800 for 
each bond, and the 41%s, $1,405. Estimating the sevens as 
at 130, and the present rate of money on such securities as 
bonds of the Town of Brookline as at 4 per cent., it will be 
seen that before their maturity they will have paid more than 
their estimated value.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


Pursuant to the instructions of the Town at the annual 
meeting, the Selectmen gave a hearing to all persons inter- 
ested in the improvement of the approaches to the railroad 
station. The hearing wus well attended, and many views 
respecting the subject were presented. Subsequently the 
board gave further attention to the subject, and consulted with 
Messrs. Aspinwall and Lincoln, civil engineers, upon it, with 
a view to the preparation of a plan to present to the Town. 

At the Town meeting held in June, a committee was 
appointed by the Town to take the matter into consideration, 
and this board accordingly awaited their report before taking 
further action. The report of this committee was presented 
during the present month (February) and _ is, appended 
hereto. Their plan, as it seems to this board, embodies full 
information upon the subject, and if the Town is to undertake 
the widening of the bridge, is, in our opinion, the best which 
can be adopted. 

Messrs. Aspinwall and Lincoln have prepared for the use 
of the Town a plan for the improvement of the approaches, 
without widening the bridge. Their report upon this plan is 
appended. If this part of the work is alone to be done, this 
plan seems to be the best which can be devised. The plan 
of Aspinwall and Lincoln is drawn also with reference to the 
extension of Harrison place, widened to forty feet, to Kent 
street. This proposed street has been under consideration 
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before the Selectmen, many times, and a petition asking to 
have it laid out was presented to the Selectmen, in January. 
It seemed well, however, to refer the petition to the next board 
of Selectmen, as the term of office of this board had nearly — 
expired. It may be well for the Town to consider this subject - 
also, while the main subject is under discussion. ° 

The Selectmen have endeavored to obtain releases from 
land owners from whom land is proposed to be taken, or 
whose estates would be affected by the contemplated improve- 
ments, as instructed by the Town. On the basis of the 
plan recommended by the special committee, in their report, 
many. releases have been obtained. Mr. Panter offers to 
convey, free of charge, all the land required for the proposed 
improvements which would be taken from him, and to waive 
all damages, including loss of the use of Colonnade block 
while the work is being done, provided his buildings are 
raised and placed on the new grade without cost to him. 
Mr. Hand also offers such land as would be required from > 
his estate, free of charge, and thirteen others have released 
damages on condition that no betterments be assessed upon 
their estates. There are four more who have not yet con- 
sented to waive damages, but it is hoped that they will do so. 
It is expected that a satisfactory arrangement as to terms will 
be made for the -purchase of the land required for the pro- 
posed improvements, belonging to Archbishop Williams, the 
heirs of the late Hon. Ginery Twichell, and the owners of 
land in Harrison place. Estimates of the sums proper to 
be paid to these persons are included in the estimate of cost 
reported by the committee.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline : — 


Thé committee to whom was referred the matter of improv- 
ing the approaches to the railroad station have carefully con- 
sidered the subject, and conferred with the officers of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Company upon it. 

We all agree that the present condition of the approach 
and the station-yard itself are very unsatisfactory, and that 
some radical change is necessary. The widening of the 
bridge and the discontinuance of the crossing at grade for 
foot-travel are also changes that seem to be imperatively 
demanded. The railroad company desire to have a plan 
adopted that will prevent the grade crossing, and the com-— 
mittee have pressed this point in their conversation with the 
ofliicers, and no doubt the offers on their part to contribute 
towards the expense of the work have been made with that 
end in view. One important advance has been made in 
securing the approval and codperation of the railroad 
company. | 

The committee have caused the annexed plan to be pre- 
pared by A. H. French, C. E. This plan has been examined 
by the railroad officials, and that part of it which relates to 
the station and its immediate surroundings is founded on a 
plan made for the company by Mr. Oirnsesnd; and is approved 
by the president of the railroad company. 

It will be seen that the plan is made in three divisions, 
represented by different colors. The part colored red pro- 
vides for widening the bridge to the full width of the street 
between the Baiatnce: ; raising certain buildings on the east 
side of Washington street and in White place which would 
be placed below grade; providing an entrance into White 
place by grading down from the bridge; and constructing 
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a street easterly from the bridge, the width of which street 
will be seventy-five feet at Washington street, sixty feet 
opposite the station and eighty-three feet the remainder of 
its length to the easterly end of the platform. The part 
colored brown represents a street fifty feet* in width, from 
the easterly end of the proposed street to the station, to 
Harrison place, and the widening of Harrison place to 
Washington street. The part colored yellow shows a street 
on the south side of the railroad, taking in Fay place, to 
Pearl street, and providing an approach to the railroad 
from the south side, at grade. 

The annexed plan shows all the details of the three schemes, 
and it seems unnecessary to explain them at length, as a study 
of the plan will afford the best explanation. The cost of the 
entire work is estimated at $121,600, according to the state- 

ment prepared by Mr. French, which is hereto appended. _ 

_ The committee believe that the proposed improvements 
will better provide for the wants of the Town than any other 
scheme which they are able to devise, if the bridge is to be 
widened at all. It will be seen that it is not necessary to do 
the whole work at once; and portions of it may be omitted. 
altogether. The part colored red may be done now, and the 
remainder at some future time; or, those parts colored red 
and brown may be undertaken, and the other portion omitted. 

Provided the Boston and Albany Railroad Company will 
contribute a sum that is equitable and just, in view of the 
great advantage to be derived by it through the discontinu- 
ance of the grade-crossing, the committee would recommend 
to the Town prompt action upon that portion of the work re- 
lating to the widening of the bridge, the approach to the depot 
and the station-yard, and all the work colored in red, and 
costing, according to the estimates, $77,000. Before any 
work is commenced or expenditure made, all claims for 


* Through a misunderstanding a sixty feet strect is indicated on the Plan. A fifty feet 
street will reduce the cost about $1,000. 
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damages should be agreed upon in writing, and all contracts 
made so that the entire cost of the work shall not exceed 
the amount that may be appropriated. 

The railroad company has not made a definite statement as 
to the contribution it is willing to make to the cost of the 
improvements. ‘The director who has the matter more par- 
ticularly in charge, has promised on behalf of the rail- 
road company, to contribute ‘‘at least $20,000” towards 
the cost of that portion of the work colored red on the plan, 
which sum, however, we deem inadequate. The committee 
are unable to obtain a more definite statement than this, on 
account of the absence from the State of the president of 
the railroad company. For the same reason, no definite 
statement can be obtained from the railroad company as to 
what contribution it will make to the proposed south side 
approach; but some of the directors state that they should 
advise the board to consider this part of the scheme liberally, 
and to contribute towards it.

Dear Sir,—I give below my estimates of the cost of the 
several parts of my plan for the improvement of the ap- 
proaches to the Brookline station. 

The first estimate contains, somewhat in detail, the cost of 
widening Washington street on the easterly side to the line 
of the buildings, the raising of all buildings to conform to the 
new grade from Colonnade buildings to Lyceum Hall build- 
ing, the raising of Fay and White places with the buildings 
located on the same to conform to the new grade of Wash- 
ington street, and the building of what has been known as 
Station street, for a distance of about 400 feet easterly from 
Washington street, from 60 to 83 feet in width, as shown 
on plan :—

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PLAN PROPOSED BY ASPINWALL & LINCOIN. 
Charles H. Drew, Esq., 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen :— 


Dear Sitr,—We respectfully submit plans for improving 
the approaches to, and the grounds at the Brookline railroad 
station. : 

Before describing the plans it may be well to state briefly 
the basis upon which we have worked. 

During a conversation which we had with you some time 
ago, you said that the committee had decided not to attempt 
any work on the south side of the railroad. This seemed to 
us to effectually forbid the widening of the bridge, and we 
accordingly endeavored to arrange a scheme which would not 
necessitate such widening, but which would allow of its be- 
ing done at some future time without destroying the work of 
the present. According to our plan, the bridge could be 
widened so as to give a road of about sixty feet in width over 
the bridge itself, and about forty-three feet at the narrowest 
point opposite Davis court, and at the same time leave a road 
forty feet wide by which to reach the station. 

At. the hearing before your board, last spring, so great an 
opposition toward any long flights of steps from the road to 
the station platform was manifested, that we thought it best 
to do without them if possible. This we have succeeded 
in doing in a great measure, there being only one short 
flight of four steps at the westerly end of the platform 
opposite Colonnade block. 

The plans which we submit contain really three different 
‘projects, as follows, viz: First, the construction of a street 
from Washington street to Harrison place, the latter being 
also laid out and widened to the width of forty feet. 
Second, the same, Harrison place being continued to Brook 
street. Third, the same, extending Harrison place to Kent 


~ 
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street, forming a new means of communication between 
Brookline village and Longwood, which, it is_ believed, 
would greatly relieve the bridge of any overcrowding. 

The drawing showing the extension of Harrison place to 
Brook street and Kent street seems to need no explanation, 
being in no way different from any street plan. 

The one showing Harrison place and the street to the- 
station only, is more difficult to understand, and needs ex- 
planation. 

Beginning at Harrison place, opposite the private way 
leading to Webster place, the street to the station runs 
straight and nearly at right angles to Harrison place, through 
the land of the late Mr. Twichell, the lines here being the 
same as those of the Station street proposed in 1878, except 
that the corners at Harrison place are rounded. The width 
here is forty feet. Just before reaching the railroad location 
the street turns to the right, and the sides no longer remain 
parallel, the right hand one running close by the Catholic 
church to the westerly corner of Colonnade block, and thence 
along the front of the latter to Andem place. The left hand 
line runs parallel to and touching the line of the rear of the 
main station building (cutting off the slight projection) to 
the Washington gfreet retaining wall, which it follows to the 
end of the wall, opposite the middle of Colonnade block. 

It is not intended to disturb the station building, except so 
far as raising the platform may necessitate changing the steps, 
etc., but to allow the projection and the present platform to 
remain in the street, the platform forming the sidewalk at 
that point. 

The whole of the land between Colonnade block and Wash- 
ington street is included in the street, in order to allow of the 
bridge being widened at some future time without the ques- 
tion of land damage coming in. Including all the land makes 


it possible also to improve the grades more at the present 


time than could be done otherwise.

The grade of Harrison place, as may be seen on the pro- 
file, is lowered about nine-tenths of a foot opposite the center 
of the street to the station. The latter descends from Harri- 
son place at the rate of six feet in one hundred, for two 
hundred and forty feet. The grade then joins, by a vertical 
curve, another grade nearly level (falling only 0.22 in 100 
feet) running to a point opposite the centre of the station. 
Thence it rises gradually by several grades till it reaches 
Washington street at the crossing from Andem place to Davis 
avenue. nat 

The grade of the ground is raised at almost all points in 
the station-yard, and thence to Washington street. The 
street is intended to be level crosswise, or with only the usual 
crown, except where the figures show a change. ‘The figures 
marked g refer to the grade; the present levels being written 
in black and the proposed levels in red. 

It is intended to raise the station platform to the level of 
13.50, as shown upon the plan, making an average raising of 
about seven inches, or the height of one step to the station. 
A variation from the general grade will be seen in the side- 
walk between the station and the crosswalk from Colonnade 
block. The sidewalk, from the figures 13.50 to 26, rises in 
fifty feet two feet anda half, as shown. 

The crossing from Colonnade block to the southerly side- 
walk by the yieaune is at the same level on each side of the 
street, the centre of the street, being about five inches higher. 
In order to make this crossing level, it was necessary to lower 
the grade slightly on the. upper side and raise it on the lower, 
‘rae making the southerly sidewalk two feet and six inches 
above the miata at this point. 

The platform can be reached either directly, by gomg down 
the four steps shown on the plan, or by following Aone the 
sidewalk until it becomes of the same level as the platform. 
Where the platform and sidewalk are at different levels a rail-_ 
ing is proposed, to prevent accidents. 
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The grade at the side of the crossing is carried nearly level 
along the line of the street to the Washington street wall, 
rising only six inches. At the wall it is above the present 
level nearly two feet, and in order to get into White place, 
the grade will have to be ‘‘run off” gradually, under and 
through the bridge. 

It is expected that the changes proposed at this point will 
lessen, if not entirely remove, the difficulty of turning the 
corner around Colonnade block. 

The Washington street wall is prolonged about thirty feet 
(parallel to and forty feet distant from Colonnade block) to 
the edge of the crossing from Davis court to Colonnade block. | 
The centre of the crossing is lowered one foot, and the grade 
carried back on Washington street, toward the bridge, so as 
to make no abrupt change. By the easterly side of the wall, 
thus prolonged, the grade is cut down to nearly that of the 
center, so as to prevent the present danger of carriages sliding 
into the gutter on the Colonnade side. This change necessi- 
tates the removal of the tree at the end of the present wall. 
Between the crossing from Davis court to Colonnade block 
and that from Davis avenue, the changes in grade are very 
slight,—only sufficient to make it smooth and even. : 

The changes on Harrison place would seem to need no 
special explanation, as they are apparent from inspection of 
the drawings. 3 

The construction is intended to be as thorough as possible. 
Station street is to have brick sidewalks on bath sides by the 
station and up to Harrison place, but only one along the front 
of Colonnade block. The gutters are intended to be paved 
with granite blocks and the sidewalks to have granite curb- 
stones. A twelve-inch sewer runs from Harrison place to 
.the sewer now laid in front of Colonnade block. This is 
needed to carry off the very considerable amount of water 
which will reach the station yard in rainy weather. 
Crossings aré shown in their intended positions, and a 
ceatch-basin opposite the centre of the station. 
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Harrison place is only intended to have brick sidewalks as 
far from Harvard street as the street to the station, the side- 
walks the rest of the way being of gravel. The paved 
gutters, and edge-stones as well, extend only for the same 
distance. | 

The surfacing of the road-way is intended to be of good 
gravel. The cost of making it of stone would be much 
larger, and it is thought that the gravel will last for a very 
considerable length oF time; as it wears out it can be gridds 
ally replaced eal, broken stone, if thought best. 

The amount of available siandinevoorn for carriages is not - 
quite so large as at present, but the fact that carriages will 
not be obliged, as they are now, to return the same way they 
came, seems to us to justify our saying that the amount of 
crowding will be greatly lessened. The least width between . 
the sidewalks opposite the station and platform is about 
thirty-two and one-half (321%) feet and the greatest width is 
about forty-two and one-half (4214) feet. This gives nearly 
the average width due to a street sixty feet wide, with 
one-third (the usual amount) taken out for sidewalks. 

The areas taken by the proposed changes are shown upon 
the plan in all cases, except the amount taken from the 
Boston & Albany railroad. This could not be determined 
without actual survey, which it seemed hardly worth while 
to do at present. 

The lines of Harrison place are somewhat indeterminate, 
but those given on the drawing are the ones which seemed 
most probably to be the correct ones. The width has been 
taken as thirty feet throughout the entire length. 

The extension of Harrison place to Brook street and Kent 
street is suggested mainly in the belief that by making the 
work simerently extensive to affect more than the immediate 
vicinity of the station, a very large proportion of the cost, 
if not indeed the entire cost, could be recovered in the way 
of betterments. If this view of the case be correct, it would 


~ a 
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not perhaps necessitate the raising at once of any very large 
sum of money to pay for the work. The money needed for 
the construction of Harrison place and the street to the station, 
together with the amount needed to pay land damages, could 
be raised and then the rest of the work paid for in part, or in 
all, by the amounts received for betterments ; following some- 
what the action of the city of Boston in relation to the Back 
Bay improvements. At any rate, the entire cost of doing 
the work need not be raised, we should think, in any one 
year by direct taxation. 

In regard to the betterments, in case the whole scheme 
were to be adopted, it would seem to us difficult to say, not 
where the betterments began, but, on the contrary, when they 
stopped, the territory affected being so great. 


The estimates of cost of construction are based upon quan- 
tities carefully computed, and prices obtained from a reliable 
contractor. They are as follows, viz :—

The estimate of cost of building Harrison place and Station 
street is much larger than the estimate of 1878, owing to two 
facts: First, the work is on a much more elaborate plan ; 
and second, the prices for doing the work are in some cases 
double what they were at the time of the former estimate. 
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By substituting concrete sidewalks for the brick a consid- 
erable saving could be made, but the change is not one which 
seems to us advisable. Concrete is entirely ruined by being 
torn up for laying house drains, etc., and must be patched 
up with new material which almost never makes a good sur- © 
face with the old. This is not the case with brick, which can 
be taken up and replaced with very little injury and loss. 

Should the material excavated on the land of the late Mr. 
Twichell prove to be suitable for roads, another considerable 
- saving could be made in the cost.

AUDITORS’ REPORT. 





At the adjourned annual meeting, held March 27th, 1888, 
it was 


Voted, That the Treasurer, be hereby instructed to open 
a set of books by double entry: to record therein all the 
assets of the Town, whether held in trust or otherwise, and 
all the liabilities of the Town as they stood at the end of the 
financial year in 1883, and thereafter to keep said books by 
double entry to the satisfaction of the Auditors of the Town. 


These instructions have been complied with, as reference to 
the Treasurer’s report will show. 

To open the books, the account headed ‘‘ Town of Brook- 
line” was credited with all the Town property,—at values 
based on the schedule contained in the Town Report of Jan- 
uary 31st, 1881,—and charged with the Town debt. The 
balance to the credit of this account represents, therefore, the 
excess of assets over liabilities. 

The figures in the *‘ Selectmen’s quarterly exhibits of the’ 
appropriations and expenditures,” differ in many instances 
from those in the Trial Balances of the same periods, which 
appear in the Treasurer’s report. This is owing to’ the fact 
that the Selectmen’s warrants, which, on their records, are 
charged to the respective appropriations as soon as issued, 
are frequently not disbursed by the Treasurer for days and 
weeks thereafter, the cash: meantime remaining in the treas- 
ury. The Auditors suggest that, as the Trial Balances are 
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taken off monthly, should the Treasurer hereafter be required 
to publish them at stated intervals, after the manner shown 
in his present report, the object for which the Selectmen’s 
exhibits have heretofore been issued will be attained, and at 
the same time the exact condition of the treasury and the 

Town accounts will be known. 

The accounts of Moses Withington, Treasurer of the Town 
of Brookline, of the Warren Tree Fund, and of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery Trust, have been examined and found 
correctly cast and with proper vouchers for all payments. 
The receipts from every source have been verified, so far as 
practicable. 

The Water Registrar’s payments to the Tose cor- 
respond exactly Te, the latter’s receipts, but as the 
accounts of the Water Board were closed December 31st, 
while those of the Treasury not until February 14th, the 
Treasurer necessarily shows now the ad interim receipts, 
which the Registrar’s present report does not include. -

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The securities in the possession of the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund were found as reported by them, and their 
Treasurer’s account has been examined and approved. 

The Auditors having informed themselves of tH® state of 
the money market on every occasion when the Treasurer has 
borrowed money during the year, the details of which appear 
in his report, * believe that the rates of interest paid were in 
every instance equitable for the ‘Town. 

Early in the year the attention of the Auditors was called 
to the lack in the Treasurer’s room, and the one adjoining, 
where his safe then was, of even simple safeguards against 
assault and robbery. It ‘‘ goes without saying,” that a 
discussion in Town meeting of the then existing insecurity- 
of the Town treasury, would have been but an advertise- 
ment of the situation to the evil disposed; the Auditors, 
therefore, went no farther with the matter than to the Select-. 
men. ‘Those officials, as soon as practicable, surrendered to 
the Treasurer and Town Clerk the one room in the Town Hall 
which was apparently originally designed for such oceu- 
pancy, being provided with a massive vault, and have tur-. 
nished all other needed elements of safety. Hereafter, 
while it is presumed money will not be allowed to accu-. 
mulate in the Treasurer’s hands, but that as soon as 
possible it will be deposited in bank, any chance balances, 
and their custodians, will not be in jeopardy. 

The suggestions of the Auditors regarding the book-keep- 
ing of his office have uniformly met with cheerful com- 
pliance on the part of the Treasurer, and the details have 
been worked out with intelligence and correctness by his 
painstaking assistant.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 


The Assessors, having attended to their duties, beg to 
make the following report :— 

The growth of the Town, as marked by the increase in the 
amount of taxable property, more than realizes our anticipa- 
tions at the beginning of the year. The increase in value of 
real estate over last year is $532,000, and of personal estate, 
(including $440,000 increase of corporation and bank stocks) 
is $888,000, making a total gain of $1,420,000 over last year. 
This increase is largely owing to the influx of property hold- 
ers, and there are encouraging indications that it may con- 
tinue. If, as many suppose, the moderate tax rate has an 
important influence in producing so desirable a result, it is to 
be hoped it may be kept steadily in view in making the 
annual appropriations. 

Owing to the great difficulty of ascertaining the personal 
estate of individuals, it is desirable that a larger appropria- 
tion be made for abatements than was made last year. 

Herewith is presented a condensed statement of the taxes 
of the Town, with a table of aggregates of expenditure, debt, 
valuation and rate, up to the present time. |

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At a Town Meeting held January 14, 1884, the 


following vote was passed :— 


“That the Water Board, the Town ‘lreasurer and the Town Clerk 
be a committee to examine the accounts of the Water Board from its 
first organization, February 1st, 1874, the accounts of the Treasurer 
relating to the Water Works, and the sinking fund for the payment of 
the Water Scrip, and report to the Town, in print, not less than ten days 
before the next annual meeting ; ascertaining among other facts,—The 
amount of money borrowed upon the Brookline Water Scrip ; what rate 
of interest is paid thereon; what premium, if any, has been received 
thereon ; whether said Water Scrip was sold at private sale or after 
advertising for bids ; what commissions were paid, if any, and to whom ; 
what the entire cost of the Water Works has been, including all ex- 
tensions thereof, and all payments on account thereof, such as interest, 
engineering, law expenses, etc., etc., when paid, and to whom ; what 
part of said cost and expenses has been paid from sales of Water Scrip, 
and what part has been paid by taxation, giving dates of payments ; the 
receipts from water rates or other sources ; the payments to the ‘Treas- 
urer by the Water Board or their Registrar, giving dates of payments and 
of receipts; the amount of the sinking fund for the payment of the 
Water Scrip, specifying the securities in which it is invested.” 


The Committee would represent that the vote of 
the Town requires so much work in the examination of 
books and vouchers, and coming as it does at a time 


when each Board and the Treasurer are making up their 
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reports to be presented at the March meeting, that they 
are unable to give the matter proper attention, and 
therefore, for the above as well as for the following 
reasons, they would respectfully ask leave to report the 


matter back to the Town for further instructions. 


If the vote was passed that the accounts should be 
examined because there was a suspicion that there has 
been wrong doing in the management of the Water 
‘Works, it is manifestly unjust, both to the Town and to 
the Water Board, that the Water Board, being*a majority 
of the Committee, should be appointed to examine and 
report on their own accounts, and we feel that any 
report we could make would be received by the citizens 


with distrust. 


Secondly, ‘The order contained in the vote instruct- 
ing the Committee to report on the whole subject, in 
print, not less ‘than ten days before the annual meeting, 
gives so little time to examine into the details of the 
accounts, etc., that however competent and willing the 
Committee may be to make such an examination, it 


would be impossibie to do this work properly. 


Thirdly, The vote covers so much ground, re- 


quiring the expert examination of books and vouchers 
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for the past ten years, for the dissection of the Sinking 
Fund, the proportion of the interest paid for the Water 
Works on the Sinking Fund account, the engineering 
and law expenses, etc., that we do not feel competent 
to go into the details as thoroughly as should be done, 
but consider that whatever Committee is appointed 
should have the power to employ expert accountants 
to make a full examination. The expense of such 
accountants is so large, being estimated at $500, we 
have considered that we have not the right to employ 
such help without the consent of the Town being first 


obtained. 


At the commencement of the building of the works, 
in compliance with an ordinance passed by the Town, 
a set of books were opened by the Treasurer, showing 
the cost in detail of the works, until the commission 
which had charge of the construction thereof expired, 
in 1876, when the books were discontinued. At the 
organization of the Water Board, in 1876, books were 
opened, and are continued by the Registrar, which 
show the sums from year to year appropriated for ex- 
tension, maintenance, building engineer’s house, work 
shop and stable, etc., raised by taxation, as well as all 
monies received from water rates, and also at what 


time and for what purpose, either for maintenance or 
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extension, the money has been ‘expended; but the 
issuing of bonds, the payments made for law expenses, 
and the settlement of suits against the Town, connected 
with the Water Works, the Board have had nothing to 
do with, but these have always been in the hands of 


the Selectmen. 


Should the Town see fit to refer the matter back to 
this Committee, or to appoint a new one, we would ask 
that they may have power to employ suitable experts — | 
to examine and arrange the accounts, and that the sum 


of $500 be appropriated for that purpose.

2;°5 per cent on the cost of the works. 
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Let it be assumed that the works could be. replaced to- 
day for $575,000, and the money borrowed at 4 per cent; 
the annual interest charge would then be $23,000, and the 
present net income 64 per cent thereof, and 2,55 per cent on 
the cost of the works. 

Bearing in mind that the addition of the High Service 
system to the present works will add at least $3,750 to the 
annual interest charge, while the income from this new 
source of supply will not pay the cost of its maintenance, to 
say nothing of interest, for some time to come, it becomes 
evident that if the rates now charged for water will admit of 
equitable increase without being burdensome to the consumer, 
they should be advanced. 

A careful comparison of the rates paid in Brookline with ° 
those obtained by neighboring cities and towns, shows that 
the Brookline water is being furnished cheaper than any 
other. The Committee therefore recommend the adoption 
of the following rates, which are about the same as those of 
other places.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The following regulations shall be considered as part of 
the contract with every water taker. Whenever any of them 
is violated, the water shall be cut off; and it will not be let 
on again except by order of the Water Board, and on pay- 
ment of $1.00. 


1. Application for the use of water must be made in 
writing at the office of the Water Board, and must state fully 
and truly the uses to which it is to be applied. Should any 
taker desire to use the water for any purpose not stated in 
his application he must make request to the Water Board 
for permission to use it for such other purpose. No water 
shall be supplied by takers to persons not entitled to its use. 


2. All persons taking water shall keep in order the ser- 
vice-pipe within their premises, and be liable for all damage 
resulting from their failure to do so. 


3. They shall prevent all voluntary waste of water, and 
shall not allow water to run through their fixtures to prevent 
freezing. There shall be no concealment of the purposes — 
for which it is used. 


4. No alteration shall be made in any pipes or fixtures 
inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by the 
Water Board, who shall be allowed to enter the premises to 
examine the apparatus, the quantity of water used and 
manner of its use, and to ascertain whether there is any 
improper waste ; provided, however, that no dwelling house 
shall be thus entered, except on presentation of a special 
order, designating the house and its occupant, signed by the 
Superintendent, authorizing such entry. Said order shall 
be left with the occupant.

5. The town reserves to itself the right, whenever it 
deems it necessary to repair the works, to shut off the water, 
in whole or in part, and to stop the supply for other than 
domestic purposes, in cases not requiring a complete stop- 
page. | 

6. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, that 
new tenants shall not be entitled to a supply until all arrear- 
ages on the premises are paid. When water shall be 
supplied to more than one taker through a single service, 
the bill for the whole supply furnished through such service 
will be made either to the owner of the estate, or to some 
one tenant who shall agree to be responsible therefor. In 
case of non-payment, the water may be shut off, notwith- 
standing one or more takers may have paid their proportion 
to such owner or tenant.

Szoer. 10. No member of the Water Board, and no per- 
son officially acting under their appointment, shall, directly 
or indirectly, be personally interested in any contract, bargain 
or sale of property or material connected with the water sup- 
ply, wherein either the Water Boord or any Committee thereof 
shall be a party. Nor shall the Water Board or any officer 


appointed under their authority, demand or receive any fee 
of reward for service to any person in connection with his 
duty. 


Sect. 11. If any person shall turn on or turn off the water 
in any of the public water-pipes or reservoirs without the 
license of the Water Board, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than $3, nor more than $20, upon conviction thereof 
before a trial justice or court having jurisdiction of offences 
arising under town by-laws.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The following regulations shall be considered as part of 
the contract with every water taker. Whenever any of them 
is violated, the water shall be cut off; and it will not be let 
on again except by order of the Water Board, and on pay- 
ment of $1.00. 


1. Application for the use of water must be made in 
writing at the office of the Water Board, and must state fully 
and truly the uses to which it is to be applied. Should any 
taker desire to use the water for any purpose not stated in 
his application he must make request to the Water Board 
for permission to use it for such other purpose. No water 
shall be supplied by takers to persons not entitled to its use. 


2. All persons taking water shall keep in order the ser- 
vice-pipe within their premises, and be liable for all damage 
resulting from their failure to do so. 


3. They shall prevent all voluntary waste of water, and 
shall not allow water to run through their fixtures to prevent 
freezing. There shall be no concealment of the purposes 
for which it is used. 
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4. No alteration shall be made in any pipes or fixtures 
inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by the 
Water Board, who shall be allowed to enter the premises to 
examine the apparatus, the quantity of water used and 
manner of its use, and to ascertain whether there is any 
improper waste ; provided, however, that no dwelling house 
shall be thus entered, except on presentation of a special 
order, designating the house and its occupant, signed by the 
Superintendent, authorizing such entry. Said order shall 
be left with the occupant. 


5. The town reserves to itself the right, whenever it 
deems it necessary to repair the works, to shut off the water, 
in whole or in part, and to stop the supply for other than 
domestic purposes, in cases not requiring a complete stop- 
page. 

6. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, that 
new tenants shall not be entitled to a supply until all arrear- 
ages on the premises are paid. When water shall be 
supplied to more than one taker through a single service, 
the bill for the whole supply furnished through such service 
will be made either to the owner of the estate, or to some 
one tenant who shall agree to be responsible therefor. In 
case of non-payment, the water may be shut off, notwith- 
standing one or more takers may have paid their proportion 
to such owner or tenant.

is but 37 per cent of the annual interest charge, and only 


25 per cent on the cost of the works. 
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Let it be assumed that the works could be replaced to- 
day for $575,000, and the money borrowed at 4 per cent; 
the annual interest charge would then be $23,000, and the 
present net income 64 per cent thereof, and 2:5 per cent on 
the cost of the works. 

Bearing in mind that the addition of the High Service 
system to the present works will add at least $3,750 to the 
annual interest charge, while the income from this new 
source of supply will not pay the cost of its maintenance, to 
say nothing of interest, for some time to come, it becomes 
evident that if the rates now charged for water will admit of 
equitable increase without being burdensome.to the consumer, 
they should be advanced. 

A careful comparison of the rates paid in Brookline with 
those obtained by neighboring cities and towns, shows that 
the Brookline water is being furnished cheaper than any 
other. The Committee therefore recommend the adoption 
of the following rates, which are about the same as those of 


other places.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT. 


IN PURSUANCE OF THE FOLLOWING VOTE, PASSED IN TOWN 
MEETING, DECEMBER 3, 1884. 





Voted, That the Report on Water Rates and Water Ordi- 
nances be recommitted to the Committee with instructions to 
report in print, at an adjourned meeting, the water rates 
charged in the cities of Boston, Newton, and Waltham, and 
also to report upon the expediency of adopting the following 
provisions :— 

Ist. To charge for private dwelling houses valued by the 
Assessors at the last preceding tax valuation at $1000 or 
less, exclusive of the land, the same water rates as those of 
the existing schedule ; and on all houses valued as aforesaid 
at more than $1000, the water rates to be fixed by the new 
schedule. 

2d. To abolish the limit of charges for water rates now 
placed at $25.00. 

3d. To require each water taker to pay the same rate for 
all fixtures exceeding one as is charged for the first fixture. 

Ath. . To report in detail the cases in which water takers 
pay for more than one fixture of a kind—and the cases in 
which the limit of $25.00 is applied—and the amount of 
water rates which would be chargeable beyond such limit if 
the limit were abolished.

THE BOSTON WATER RATES. 


DWELLING-HOUSES. 

Sect. 1. The following rates shall be charged annually for the use of 
the Cochituate or Mystic water: 

Every dwelling-house, including the land under, and used in connection 
with, the same, shall be charged, when they are valued for the assess- 
ment of taxes at $1,000, or any less sum, and occupied by one family only, 
siz dollars; and for every additional $1,000, or fractional part thereof, 
one dollar, until the valuation for the assessment of taxes shall amount to 
$25,000; and for every family more than one in a dwelling-house, the 
charge shall be for each two dollars. 

In addition to the foregoing rates, there shall be charged to each 
dwelling-house with one family, in which a water-closet or bathing-tub is 
used, or in which both are used, jive dollars annually. 

[It is reported by the Water Registrar of Boston, that after Jan. 1, 1885, 
the limit of valuation is to be $40,000 instead of $25,000. | 
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The first section of the vote has special reference to a sys- 
tem of water rates similar to the one in use in the city of 
Boston, namely, based upon the taxable valuation of the 
estates. Of the thirty or more reports of the water systems 
and rates of various cities and towns in New England, but 


one is found that bears any possible resemblance to our 
own, where such a system is in use. This system of assess- 


ing water rates, it is believed, would be for the town of 
Brookline inequitable. 

A single example will illustrate the working of the two 
systems. An average valuation of our cheapest houses is 
from $1,500 to $2,000, and these houses, as a rule, have 
one faucet and one water-closet. Such an estate under the 
Boston system and rates would be as follows, as shown by 


foregoing table :—

The Committee do not think the adoption of this method 
expedient. They have endeavored to adjust the scale of 
water rates so as to bear equally as nearly as possible upon 
every consumer, in proportion to the quantity of water used. 
A discrimination of the nature of the one referred to in the 
first section of the foregoing vote defeats such a purpose. 
The system now in use in this and surrounding towns seems 


more just. 
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Section 2 of the vote relates to the abolition of the limit 
of charge. It is the opinion of the Committee that with the 
limit advanced to $35.00, the plan is clearly in the interest 
of the town, and without any implied or possible class dis- 
crimination; but as there seems to be considerable oppo- 
sition to the charge, it has been stricken from the rates as 
revised and herewith submitted. But it is well a few facts 
should be stated in connection with this part of the question. 
Experience has demonstrated that it is not upon the large. 
estates where the great waste of water exists, or where the 
consumption is out of proportion to the rates charged, but 
it is with the houses having a single faucet, where the great 
use or waste is found; estates paying a rate of $3.00 per 
annum are known to consume more water than estates that 
pay the full limit of $25.00. 

And this fact leads up to and partially answers the enquiry 
in Section 8d, namely, ‘*To require each water taker to pay 
the same rate for all fixtures exceeding one as is charged for 
the first fixture.” If all the fixtures in a large, or even mod- 
erate-size modern finished dwelling were used about equally, 
this plan might seem possible and just, but as the size of the 
dwelling and the number of fixtures are not the indications 
which determine the consumption of water, such a plan 
does not seem to be approved by any authority that has come 
within the notice of your Committee. In some cases the 
number of persons in a family determines the rate of charges, 
and there is some semblance of equity in such a plan, but it 
is manifestly unjust to place the same tariff rate upon fixtures 
in a residence that perhaps are not used from one year’s end 
to another, as upon the one or two which are in hourly use 


in every family. 
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The last section of the vote is answered by the following

The-amount of water rates which would be chargeable be- 
yond the limit of $25, estimated by fixture rates, would be

No scale of water rates could possibly be devised that 
would not be open to objections from some source. 

In view of all the facts that have been collated, the Com- 
mittee find no reasons for changing the tenor of their report, 
or their recommendations, save in the matter of the limited 
charge, as before stated, which charge is dropped from the 
proposed schedule out of regard to what appears to bea 
pretty general sentiment in town, but which is not wholly 
in harmony with the views of the Committee, or the action 


of all the best authorities within reach. 
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If any change is to be made in the schedule rates, and the 
town is desirous of placing the water department in a better 
financial position, the rates proposed are as just and reason- 


able as any the Committee can recommend.
